What to Look For 
When Buying Grow 
Lighting Fixtures 


Simon Wright, author of MEGACROP, 
answers your indoor growing 
questions. 


Q There seem to be a lot of differ- 
ent ways to wire the socket to the 
lamp cord. Is any one method bet- 
ter than another? 

A. Yes! The connection made between 
the black lamp cord and the light 
socket is critical. The right way is to 
run special high-temp leads away from 
this heat-sensitive area out to a cooler 
place where the connection to the 
lower temperature lamp cord can be 
made safely. What you don’t want is a 
connection made right at the socket 
where the high temperature can even- 
tually cause the lamp cord insulation 
to dry out and crack, exposing bare 
wire. This common shortcut can lead 
to a dangerous short!

Q Should I get a system with an 
in-line plug? 

A_No. Although some companies 
offer the convenience of an in-line 
plug, what they don't tell you is that 
either the cord, the plug, or both are 
only rated for 250 volts. All systems 
should use 600 volt cord from the 
ballast to the high-temp socket leads. 
Don't settle for less! 

Q Does my light system really 
need a heavy-duty power supply 
cord from the ballast box to my 
timer in the wall outlet? 

A. Yes! This cord should be 14 gauge 
(the lower the number, the heavier the 
gauge). Do not buy a 1000 watt system 
with an inadequate 16 gauge power 
cord; it can get so hot it may actually 
melt your timer! 


ALL LIGHTS ARE NOT CREATED EQUAL 


Q Aren't all the ballasts really the 
same? 

A All ballasts consist of a transformer 
and a capacitor, but the similarities 
end there. There are great differences 
in the way these electrical compo- 
nents are housed. The first thing I 
always caution against is buying a so-

called “open” ballast which is really 
nothing more than mounting the com- 
ponents on a board or a piece of sheet 
metal. Unprotected electrical compo- 
nents can be a real potential hazard in. 
an area where water is being used. 
Ballast enclosures come in two types: 
ventilated and louvered. Ventilated 
boxes (plain screens or open slots) will 
keep your hands out of the ballast but 
won't prevent water from splashing 
the components. Louvered 
enclosures are a much better choice. 
Hydrofarm’s bi-level louver system not 
only protects the components, but has 
louvers set lower in the rear and 
higher in the front so cool air is actu- 
ally drawn in through the lower lou- 
vers, flows in and around the 
components, and then exits through 
the upper louvers. 


Another difference is how the compo- 
nents are mounted in the enclosure. 
The best method is double wall con- 
struction, where components are 
mounted on a special steel plate that is 
welded to the wall of the box. This 
has several advantages: extra strength

is added to support the heavy trans- 
former; a space is created for cool air 
to circulate around the components; 
the outer wall of the box stays cooler. 
Hydrofarm not only uses this double 
wall construction technique, but they 
also utilize welded. studs to securely 
anchor these heavy components. 
Some “home-made” units use only 
sheet metal screws which, if they 
don't break loose in shipping, will 
loosen up and rattle later. Numerous 
screw heads sticking out the side of 
the enclosure are a sure tip-off of sin- 
gle wall construction. 

Q What type of reflector should I 
look for? 

A Due to recent innovations, 
horizontal reflectors are generally 
recognized to be the best for most 
applications. Here's why: a bulb's light 
comes from the arc tube inside. A ver- 
tical bulb () shines most of its 

light out sideways so it all must 
bounce off a reflector first. A lot of 
light energy gets lost this way. A 
horizontal bulb «<> exposes the 
whole length of the arc tube, so it 
shines more light directly down onto

your plants. The light that does 
bounce off a horizontal reflector only 
travels a very few inches before being 
directed down, so very little is lost. A

A few last tips to help you make the 
right choice: generally, steel construc- 
tion is preferred over aluminum 
because of its strength.

D. An aquaeous (water) based system without a “butter” (sol having a cation exchange capacity. C:E.C.) was best. WE NOW KNOW an aquaeous (water 
based nutrient solution surrounding the foot system without a butler’ fo protect the roots creates a “water root” — a thick. fleshy root that has layered iselt 
with “fat” to protect itself. Nowhere near the amount of root surlace area is produced hydroponically (water based) as when the tools are buttered against 
excess concentrations by a soll medium 

'WENOW KNOW that the soil mediums used by Dr. Hoagland. such as perlite, vermiculite, and sand have no buttering action or “CATION EXCHANGE CAPACI- 
TY"(CEC). The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACTTY of a soil medium is the ability of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solution. The cation exchange 
capacity of the soil medium protects the root system and allows it fo produce thousands more root structures, thus producing thousands more square inches 
of Toot surface area. The greater the root surface area, the more efficient the nutrient uptake for faster growth.

YEAR. (4) NEVER KILLING THE PLANTS, YEAR AFTER YEAR, (5) BE REMOVED FROM EVERY DAY. (The system is designed for plant 
removal, not containment), and (6) To produce 6-8 ounces of plant material every 45 days.

Colombia

Focusing on only those third world 
news events that are currently and 
directly related to the United States, 
American media tends to present a lop- 
sided view of the news from developing 
countries. Usually, screaming headlines 
announcing the final destruction of the 
political infrastructure are the first ink- 
lings we insulated North Americans get 
of the armed conflicts that have been 
fought —albeit without the U.S. Marine 
Corps—for many years. 

Columbiais a good example. Although 
the Medellin cocaine cartel, and the 
cases of Jorge Luis Ochoa and Carlos 
Lehder, have received ample news 
space and cover treatment in both Time 
and Newsweek, coverage of Colombia's 
crushing economic problems, protract- 
ed guerrilla war, and right-wing death 
squads, remains minimal—despite the 
fact that thousands have died as a result 
of these conflicts. But even though the 
recently crowned cocaine kingpins do 
represent one facet of the complex 
Colombian political picture, the many 
other power factions, whose origins 
go back decades or even centuries, 
form the nucleus of the country’s pre- 
sent situation. 

Different interests have been fighting 
for domination over Colombia's trea- 
sures for hundreds of years, and the 
beginning of the twentieth century 
found the country engulfed in a conflict 
known as the “Thousand Days War”, an 
internal struggle that cost thousands of 
lives. The carnage weakened things to 
such an extent that Theodore Roosevelt 
provoked an altercation with Colombia 
in order to seize the newly completed 
canal in the isthmus of Panama. Forced 
torecognize thenew status quo and bow 
to the pressure of the big stick, an 
already debt-ridden Colombia eventu- 
ally accepted a much needed $2,500,000 
for the lost territory. 

A relatively peaceful period followed, 
during which old rivalries and class dif- 
ferences seethed rather than exploded. 
But on April 9, 1948, the popular leftist 
mayor of Bogota, Jorge Eliécer Gaitdn, 
was assasinated in the street before 
thousands of witnesses. The assassin, 
Roa Sierra, was immediately lynched by

amob. The bogotazo.as the three days of 
rioting following Gaitan's death became 
known, excalated into /a Violenzia—a 
civil war which lasted nine years. At the 
end of the conflict, Colombia's oligar- 
chic political parties, the Liberals and 
the Conservatives, formed the National 
Front—an arrangement allowing them 
to share power by trading off presiden- 
tial terms. Local party bosses con- 
fiscated land abandoned during the 
fighting, and the thousands of now land- 
less peasants flocked to the cities, 
which caused the slums to swell. Some 
two hundred thousand people died dur- 
ing la Violencia, and much of 
Colombia's present situation, including 
the origins of such major guerrilla 
groups as FARC and ELN, can be traced 
to this period. 

The disparity between the nearly half 
of Colombia's population living in pover- 
ty and the small group who hold 
the greatest concentration of wealth 
was bound to breed violence. Currently, 
there are seven major guerrilla groups 
along with over a hundred paramilitary 
organizations in Colombia, including 
drug armies, that are fighting for control 
of the country either partial or total). The 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colom- 
bia (FARC) which was originally organ- 
ized in 1949 as a militia to defend the 
peasants from attacks by the army and 


bandoleros, has since become one of 
Colombia's largest guerrilla groups. 
Founded by Pedro Antonio Marin, aka 
Tiro Fijo (Sure Shot), FARC began by 
creating the “Independent Republic of 
Marquetalia”, a jungle headquarters 
which became the target of Gustavo Ro- 
jas Pinilla, whose military government 
was the only break in the Liberal/Conser- 
vative National Front pact. Pinilla sent in 
10,000 troops ina hapless attempt tonip 
the movement in the bud. FARC, with the 
support of the peasantry, repelled the ar- 
my and maintained control of a large 
section of the southern departments of 
Cauca and Caqueta, growing to a size, 
according to a two-year-old estimate, of 
20,000. 

In the early '80s Conservative Presi- 
dent Belisario Betancur appealed to 
FARC and other guerrilla groups to go 
legal. A truce and the formation of the 
leftist Union Patriotica party resulted 
from the negotiations—much to the 
chagrin of the military and economic rul- 
ing elite, who opposed any dealing with 
the guerrillas. In the elections following 
the Patriotic Union's creation, many of 
its candidates won political seats, espe- 
cially mayoral positions. But death 
squad assassinations of U.P. leaders 
and supporters put an end to the short- 
lived success of this new unarmed politi-

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SPOTLIGHT ON: 
CONTROL DATA

Ifyou’re stuck with adrug testing pro- 
gram, one like that of Control Data Cor- 
poration is probably the fairest and the 
best way to go. Unlike Motorola's pol- 
icy, which we looked at in the April 
HIGH TIMES, it does not single out drug 
users for discrimination and let alco- 
holics slip merrily along—it seems 
more designed to actually help those 
with a drug or alcohol problem, rather 
than extend the long arm of the law. 

According to Bob Jones, Director of 
Corporate Health Services, employee 
concern over drug use at Control Data 
plants led to implementation of this 
policy, essentially an addition to an 
alcohol-use policy instituted by the 
company in 1973. According to Jones, 
employees returning from drug or 
alcohol rehab programs were afraid 
that temptation from others would lead 
them right back to their old problems. 
Management was initially resistant to 
the program—they didn’t see the need 
for it, said Jones—but with all the 
media attention given to drugs lately, 
they agreed to go ahead withit in March 
1987. We could not get independent 
confirmation of this story, which reeks 
slightly of Afghanistan's inviting the 
Soviets in to help govern them—but 
their policy document does include 
what is purported to be a letter from an 
employee asking what Control Data is 
doing about our horrible drug epidemic, 
and in the eighties things like this are 
sadly all too common. 

Control Data tests all prospective 
employees for use of cocaine, metha- 
done, heroin, dilaudid (a synthetic 
opiate painkiller approximately four 
times stronger than heroin, according 
tothe Physicians’ Desk Reference), dar- 
von (another synthetic opiate, slightly 
weaker than codeine), barbiturates, 
benzodiazepines (valium and such), 
methaqualone (quaaludes), codeine, 
morphine, PCP, and, of course, unfor- 
tunately, THC and metabolites. 

Before the test, applicants are asked 
to list the drugs they are legitimately 
taking. Jones says that if someoneison 
methadone maintenance, or is taking 
valium for an anxiety problem, it would 
not make that person a less attractive 
job applicant. In fact, he says he has 
personally hired several people on 
methadone, and it has worked out well 
for both them and the company. 

People already employed by Control 
Data are not tested unless they are in- 
volved in a job-related accident, or un- 
less there is “reasonable cause.” Con- 


trol Data’s policy document defines 
this as “identifiable behavior or perfor- 
mance results that may causea reason- 
able person to question whether the 
employee is physically or emotionally 
able to perform his or her job. Such be- 
havior may include, but is not limited to, 
stumbling, slurred or incoherent 
speech, apparent disorientation, emo- 
tional outbursts, and inability to per- 
form normal job tasks.” 

An employee found in this state 
would be taken to the company doctor, 
who would then decide whether or not 
to order a drug test. The employee's 
manager is discouraged from makinga 
diagnosis or suggesting that the em- 
ployee is on drugs—Control Data quite 
correctly leaves diagnosis of medical 
problems to qualified professionals. 
The employee may refuse the drug test, 
and one refusal is not enough to put his 
job in jeopardy. If there is another inc! 
dent that year, however, and he refuses 
again to be tested, he can be fired. One 
positive test, also, does not put some- 
one's job on the line. As above, if there 
are two positive test results in a year, 
the employee may be asked to go into 
the company's rehab program. If he 
refuses he is likely to lose his job. 

Control Data also takes more care 
than most other companies that their 
test results are accurate. If there is a 
positive result for anything, it recon 
firmed using the expensive yet highly 
accurate gas chromatography/mass 
spectrometry method before it is 
reported as positive. Thus, false posi- 
tives are highly unlikely. 

As for alcohol use, it is up tothe com- 
pany doctor to order a blood test if he 
feels that alcohol is what is causing the 
employee’s problem. Again, unlike 
many companies who have instituted 
these programs because itis the trendy 
thing to do, or who use them to decide 
whom to get rid of when they haveto fire 
some employees, Control Data seems 
really concerned about their workers’ 
health—and since alcohol-related pro- 
blems are far more common than drug 
problems, they have had a program to 
help rehabilitate alcohol-abusing em- 
ployees since 1973. They havea twenty- 
four hour hotline which employees can 
call for counseling if they feel they have 
adrug or alcohol problem; such calls do 
not jeopardize one's job because, 
“chemical dependency is viewed by 
Control Dataasa health problem that is 
treatable.” Unfortunately, this hotline 
is also a narcline—employees who see 
others using drugs at work are asked to 
call this number to anonymously (if they 
wish) report them, But, the policy does 
state explicitly that it does not want 
managers to act as policemen—and 
though it reminds them that they may 
not search an employee, it says that 
they can search his desk, since it is 
company property.

(ONE MAN'S DOPE) 
THE BLACK 
SABBATH SPECIAL

Witchcraft and mind drugs have always 
gone hand-in-paw. After the Middle 
Ages, when Catholic Inquisitors and 
Protestant Reformationists alike were 
obsessed with determining who The 
Witches were so that they could be 
burned, the Flying Broomstick came to 
be universally acknowledged as tell-tale 
witchcraft paraphernalia. Women would 
smear the ends of their magic 
broomsticks with a salve containing a 
preparation of mandrake root, introduce 
it into their vaginas (the male warlocks 
who presided over them buggered 
themselves with this magic ointment), 
and then fly off to their hilltop Black 
Sabbaths. There, with their enchanted 
animal familiars alongside, they'd caper 
and prate in tongues and perform 
perverted intercourse and blasphemies 
with Lucifer and Be’elzebub and the 
gang, until the sun came up. Literally 
hundreds of different people described 
precisely this same Sabbath procedure 
to Inquisition torturers, and the 
notarized transcripts of their 
interrogations have been preserved to 
this day. So of course, these Flying 
Broomsticks must have been real 
things. 

‘Then again, there's this funny thing 
about torture. A torturer can always get 
his subject to say exactly what he wants 
him to say, even when the torturer 
doesn't consciously realize he’s 
suborning the testimony. In the case of 
witchcraft interrogations, these poor 
people were simply hauled down to the 
torture chamber and shown the 
instruments of pain there—formally 
placed in conspectu tormentorum—and 
sharply bidden to confess, lest the 
authorities have to use these awful 
things on their bodies. But since the 
poor terrified detainee either didn't 
know what he was expected to confess 
to, or confessed to immaterial, 
unmagical sins (like Sabbath-breaking 
or poorbox-rifling), of course the 
Inquisitors were fain to put their victim 
on the rack, now under redoubled 
suspicion of witchraft, because he’d 
refused to admit to it without coercion. 

Reading the transcripts of witchcraft 
interrogations in sourceworks like 
Charles Lea's History of the Inquisition, 
you can get a perfect idea of how it 
worked. The preliminary torturing was 
notably fierce, so that the suspect was 
perfectly aware of what he'd get if he 
Said the wrong thing under cross- 
examination. Then, while the subject 
was kept in some sort of securement 
that maintained the pain as intensely as 


possible, the examiner began asking 
questions about Flying Broomsticks, 
magical mandrake ointments, 
enchanted animals, flying through the 


air, and so forth and so on. With the poor 


wretch desperate to confess to anything 
just to get off the rack or out of the iron 
hoops, the whole Black Sabbath 
narrative just naturally developed. 

In none of these witchcraft transcripts 
do the Inquisitors show any awareness 
that they're creating the testimony 
they're eliciting. They appear to be 
good, dedicated, honest prosecutors, 
and whenever a subject denies some 
particular element in the Black Sabbath 
scenario, they scrupulously question 
further: “But if your cat is not an imp of 
Be'elzebub, Madam, then whose imp is 
it? Azazel's?” The Inquisitors seem to 
have simply and honestly been unable 
to put themselves in the place of their 
clients—hanging from their elbows tied 
together behind their backs, inno 
condition at all to engage in lengthy 
cross-examination. And so these honest 
prosecutors of the Inquisition were 
always able to come up with a good long 
Black Sabbath confession, correct to 
every classical detail of the scenario; 
and they never realized the story was of 
their own creation. 

My question has always been, who 
exactly was it that first dreamed up this 
phenomenally colorful and complicated 
Black Sabbath fantasy? There's a clue in 
the main element of the magic Flying 
Broomstick ointment—mandrake. Now, 
mandrake is Solanaceae flower, 
meaning that most parts of it are chock- 
full of the tropane belladonna alkaloids: 
atropine, hyoscyamine, and 
scopolamine, all notably mind-bending 
drugs. Jimsonweed, the American 
Solanaceae closest to European 
mandrake, is actually a “controlled 
substance’ in an increasing number of 
local jurisdictions around the country, 
because of persistent rumors that 
“Those Kids” (whomever they may be) 
eat Jimsonweed flowers to get high. 
(People who pass laws like that are 
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blissfully unaware that the potato and 
tomato plants are both also ¥ 
Solanaceae, and their aboveground 
flowers are just as chock-full of 
belladonna alkaloids as Jimsonweed or 
mandrake.) 

Now, here in the Underground Empire» 
of the Clandestine Drugs Culture, I've 
spoken to any number of people who've 
tried Jimsonweed, and not one of them 
would ever do it again, not even at the 
point of a gun. First of all, the 
belladonnas are terrific antihistamines 
(they're the main ingredient in plenty of 
over-the-counter cough and allergy 
nostrums), and so they dry up every 
mucus surface in your body, from nose 
to tushie, leaving you in a state of 
unalleviated, irremediable thirst 
throughout the experience (which can 
go on for days, according to the size of 
the dose). And after you recover from 
your immobilized belladonna coma, you 
invariably have “amnesia for the 
event"—you can just vaguely recall a 
prevailing sensation of massive vertigo, 
or “flying”—and coneretely-real 
hallucinations of animals, most 
typically enormous, many-colored cats 
and birds. | figure this is some limbic- 
system imprint our remotest 
evolutionary ancestors developed, back 
when we were lemurs hurtling through 
the East African treetops and cats and 
birds were our worst enemies.

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Survivors of mandrake intoxication 
also typically vaguely recall 
communicating with other people, in 
those faraway realms to which they were 
flown by the drug. For this reason, 
throughout history the Solanaceae— 
mandrake, Jimsonweed, henbane— 
have been greatly prized by 
witchdoctors the world over, who use 
them to go into trances to talk to their 
gods, or to their ancestors, or whomever 
they conceive those faraway voices to 
be. The liveliest descriptions of this sort 
of thing can be found in the 
rambunctious Don Juan series by Carlos 
Castaneda, whose eponymous brujo 
shaman continually scarfs up 
Jimsonweed potions, and then goes 
flying through the night sky with great 
colorful jaguars and gerfalcons, and 
always winds up gossiping with his 
ancestors. Other shamans have claimed 
to be able to locate lost or stolen 
valuables, for a fee, under the influence 
of the belladonnas—and it works like a 
charm, too, especially when the brujo is 
in league with the neighborhood 
burglar-fences. 

In the Holy Bible, mandrake several 
times pops up in a distinctly 
aphrodisiacal context. In Genesis, the 
youthful patriarch-to-be Reuben 
supplies his mother Leah with a batch of 
specially-handpicked mandrakes, so 
that she can whip up an alchemical 
preparation that will empower the aging 
Jacob to get another manchild on her. 
“Thou must come in unto me,” she 
admonishes the old man firmly, “for 
surely | have hired thee with my son's 
mandrakes.” Later on, in The Song of 
Songs, mandrakes figure prominently 
among the elements of that most erotic 
honeymoon hymn: “The mandrakes give 
smell, and at our gates are all manner 
of pleasant fruits, new and old 
[fermented, that is], which | have laid up 
for thee, O my beloved.” 

How people could use the 
belladonnas as aphrodisiacs is pretty 
puzzling in view of their antihistaminic 
properties; presumably only the man 
imbibed the magic potion, because it 
surely would have rendered the woman 
dysfunctionally dry for ordinary 
intercourse. On the other hand, people's 
reactions to drugs are overwhelmingly 
conditioned by what they expect to 
happen—if these folks were told that 
mandrake would enhance their sex 
lives, and believed it without question, 
then inevitably the drug would have that 
effect. 

In any case, howbeit soever, the 
people in Europe were still doing 
mandrake as a sex potion well after AD 
1500, when Niccolo Machiavelli 
composed a rather wonderful bit of 
stage bawdry called La Mandragola (The 


Mandrake's Song), to raise bail to get 
himself out of prison. Machiavelli 
suffers from a grossly unjust reputation 
in our society; you actually have to read 
his masterpiece The Prince to 
apprehend what an infinitely sweet and 
funny person he was. La Mandragola is 
another item entirely—a spicy little sex 
farce (it was made into a spicy little 
italian movie in 1966) revolving around 
an elderly Florentine moneybag's 
anxious endeavor to get himself a male 
heir on his beautiful young wife by 
dosing her with a mandrake potion. The 
point in doing this was not to make her 
horny, evidently, but to alleviate her 
barrenness. This was a hangover from 
Medieval magical thinking, in which 
physical similarities account for 
everything—the mandrake plant 
happens to have an “anthropoform”” 
root, shaped like a little man or woman, 
with bifurcated legs and little stunted 
arms. Thus pulling a mandrake root out 
of the earth was equivalent to giving 
birth, and so therefore eating mandrake 
could imbue one with the power of 
giving birth for real. And it was precisely 
to wipe out this sort of superstitious 
logic, and replace it with superstitions 
all their own, that the clergy after the 


Middle Ages instituted their 
Inquisitions. 

Now, by the time La Mandragola came 
out, the good prosecutors of the 
Inquisition were already torturing out 
classic, fullblown Black Sabbath 
confessions: the mandrake goes onto 
the broomstick, the broomstick goes up 
the pussy (or the tush, in the case of 
warlocks), and this abandoned criminal 
goes flying around the world 
accompanied by magic animals, and 
winds up in infernal communion with 
sundry spectral parties—Lucifer, 
Azazel, and all of them. So | do suspect 
that for some good long time before 
1500, ecclesiastics of various sorts in 
Europe were resorting to magic 
broomsticks to spice up their otherwise- 
intolerable experience of life in the

“Legalizing cocaine is not the answer. Le- 
galizing marijuana, as the National Associ- 
ation of Financial Institutions of Colombia 
suggested in 1980, is. 

“Marijuana contains a non-toxic 
drug—THC. An overdose of marijuana 
produces sleep, not death. The prohibi- 
tion of marijuana alienates 50 million 
Americans from cooperating in the fight 
against cocaine abuse and other drug 
abuse problems. Legalizing the $50 billion 
a year marijuana business provides a cash 
crop for our hemisphere, financial reve- 
nue for government, and increased pop- 
ular support for anti-drug abuse 
programs. Perhaps with these new re- 
sources the narcotraficantes can be 
neutralized.” 

1am accused of hypocrisy by some for 
claiming that marijuana should be legal- 
ized and that cocaine should not. In fact, 
as the failure of the Reagan drug program 
became more evident early this year, 
several critics recommended legalizing or 
decriminalizing all the illegal drugs. Sug- 
gestions such as these demonstrate how 
little anyone has learned from the last 
twenty years. 

The biggest mistake of the current ap- 
proach to drug policy is to group dissimi- 
lar drugs together into one category. The 
only thing marijuana and cocaine have in 
common is that they are illegal. In fact, 
most marijuana smokers dislike cocaine, 
and vice versa (alcohol is the favored 
backup drug to cocaine users. it suppos- 
edly takes some of the “edge” off the 
high). NORML's opposition to cocaine le- 
galization, though, is based as much on 
practical analysis as it is on the sentiments 
of our members. 

People are far too uneducated about 
the drug to handle it responsibly. Cocaine 
was used by small populations during the 
1970s without much of an abuse problem 
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developing. In the 1980s, though, when 
cocaine became widely available and ex- 
cessively more potent, cocaine abuse be- 
came a gripping reality for millions and 
millions of Americans. 

Potency is not a safety issue with mari- 
juana because of its low toxicity. Again, an 
overdose causes sleep, not death. The 
danger of a life-threatening overdose is 
nonexistent. 

Cocaine, though, is another matter. As 
college basketball star Len Bias tragically 
discovered, the margin for error with co- 
caine use is pretty slim. One overdose is 
all it takes to produce death. 

The primary concern for allowing 
availability of a drug is its potential for se- 
rious side-effects and/or its life-threaten- 
ing characteristics. Marijuana can meet 
that standard. Cocaine cannot. 

Frankly, the idea of legalizing cocaine is 
too radical for our social system to ab- 
sorb in the near future. It is going to take 
time for our society to backpedal away 
from the hysterical and counter-produc- 
tive attitudes we've had about drug con- 
trol. Even if cocaine could be legalized 
and an appropriate educational program 
designed to minimize abuse, the public is 
unprepared to assimilate the concept. I'm 
concerned with our society's ability to 
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manage social change. A move to legalize 
cocaine would create divisiveness and 
confusion which would hamper any at- 
tempt to create a national consensus. 

Intellectually it is easy to justify a pro- 
posal to legalize all drugs. However, the 
so-called progressive ideal of disin- 
terested experts forming public policy 
based on proper intellectual positions is 
what created prohibition in the first 
place. Social policy, though, should be 
based on experience, not mere ideas. 

Doesn't our experience with the ille- 
gality of marijuana suggest that the illegal- 
ity of cocaine is counter-productive? No, 
I'don’t think so. The safety issue is one 
strong argument in support of my posi- 
tion. Also, our society's experience with 
marijuana shows that its use is relatively 
benign, whereas our experience with co- 
caine shows serious problems accompany 
widespread cocaine availability. 

Perhaps | am wrong. In that case, the 
legalization of marijuana would provide 
our society experience with implement- 
ing a new drug policy from which we 
could draw upon to devise an effective 
anti-cocaine policy. 

Personally, | speak from my own expe- 
riences with cocaine. | haven't taken any

Another less-than-savory part of 
Control Data's policy is that they fire 
employees arrested and convicted for 
off-the-job drug offenses. However, this 
is true only for felony drug convic- 
tions—not just joint-smoking or DWI of- 
fenses. 

This policy is much fairer than most 
of the others HIGH TIMES has review- 
ed. It seems actually concerned with 
helping those who have a problem, and 
not solely with weeding out drug- 
gies—although, unfortunately, it may 
discriminate against chronic 
potsmokers, who, even if they refrain 
for a few weeks, may still test positive. 
However, Control Data does not create 
a positive-testee blacklist that sits in 
company files for six months, a la 
Motorola. And it does try to help 
workers with actual problems, instead 
of just throwing them out onto the

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in along time. | don’t see it at parties, and 
most of my friends lost interest in it long 
ago. My friends and | all share memories 
of cocaine becoming an unwelcome ob- 
session. We rejected it because we saw it 
making us greedy and self-centered, not 
to mention its outrageous cost. 

Most marijuana smokers know a lot 
about cocaine, because they've observed 
its use for a long time. They oppose co- 
caine legalization for the same reason 
much of the public does: they've expe- 
rienced cocaine and their reaction is “No 
thank you.” Sadly, the War on Cocaine is 
‘one anti-drug program a majority of 
Americans would support, and make 
successful, if it were not for the case of 
marijuana prohibition. 

When the “drug problem” is discussed 
nowadays, all the evidence provided con- 
cerns heroin and cocaine abuse, and to a 
lesser extent, PCP. Yet most of the tactics 
employed in the Drug War target mari- 
juana smokers. Urine testing, for exam- 
ple, detects marijuana users and 
‘overlooks cocaine users on account of 
the biochemical trails each leaves in the 
body. Marijuana use can be detected a 
month after the fact, whereas evidence of 
cocaine use is only detectable three days 
after the fact. Consequently, even ran- 
dom testing misses most cocaine users. 

Marijuana users resent being scape- 
goats for failed government policies to 
deter drug abuse. That resentment must 
be addressed if the United States is ever 
to have a successful drug policy. At 
present, no political leader has had the in- 
tegrity to address that resentment, and 
the problems which stem from cocaine 
abuse continue to mount. 
ion of marijuana would re- 
ity and widespread support 
to the fight against drug abuse of all kinds. 
It would be consistent with our public 
policies for alcohol and tobacco. It would 
be a productive compromise. 

However, my critics are skeptical 
about my claims of marijuana smokers’ 
disdain for cocaine abuse.

| that they must take up arms again. The 
military already sees the situation as a 
state of war, and with no solutions in 
sight the nearly forty-year-old conflict 
can only intensify. 

But as if having a politically wrenched 
country with myriad armed insurgent 
groups and marauding deathsquads 
weren't enough, Colombia also has the 
cocaine moguls of the Medellin cartel. 
The natural offspring of an illegal 
business which has become Colombia's 
biggest export, the cartel— responsible 
for an estimated 70% of the cocaine 
| entering the United States—has tran- 
scended being a mere crime syndicate 
| intoactually vying for power with Colom- 
bia’s political oligarchy. Cocaine cash 
not only equips armies of assassins — 
such as those that recently murdered 
| former Colombian Justice Minister 
Rodrigo Lara Bonilla—but also buys off 
entire sectors of the police, military, and 
political establishments. The names of 
©pponents who are not for sale appear 
on death lists and are systematically 
eliminated. although a newcomer on the 


political scene, the cartel’s power is 
nothing to snort at. A few years ago the 
cocaine kings offered to pay off Colom- 
bia’s $11 billion foreign debt, and to blow 
the drug biz in return for an amnesty and 
guarantees against extradition to the 
United States. Only then did President 
Belisario Betancur hold his line and 
refuse the deal. More recently, the new 
Colombian attorney general's an- 
nouncement that the legalization of co- 
caine will be considered is another re- 
flection of the cartel’s powerful 
leverage. Obviously, these sovereigns of 
snort area force tobe reckoned with, but 
they represent only one part of the 
overall Colombia picture. 

Somany people have said that Colom- 
bia's democracy cannot survive, that it’s 
become a cliche: But given the chaotic 
and violent situation, a radical change 
could come at any time and from any 
part of the political spectrum. And 
whether the government falls to guer- 
rillas, cocaine, or a right-wing dictator, 
the transition will probably not be a 
peaceful one. @ 


FIREFIGHTERS 
STUMBLE INTO 
BLAZING BOO- 
BASEMENT! 


Alaska firefighters are racking up a better 
record than local cops when it comes to 
uncovering this state's proliferation of in- 
door pot plantations. According to Wasilla 
Fire Chief Jack Krill, faulty amateurish 
wiring jobs are responsible for many of 
the fires that burn down electricity-inten- 
sive grow rooms here in the Land of the 
Midnight Sun. 

“Guys go in and they splice, cut, and 
piece the wiring together,” the Chief told 
reporter Julie Sullivan of Alaska’s Fron- 
tiersman. “It's obviously not up to state 
standards.” 

Last December, fireguys tumbled onto 
a flaming grow room on Gail Drive in Wa- 
silla, and turned over an estimated 
$5,000 worth of marijuana to authorities. 
More recently, an alarm from a burning 
two-story house on North Birch Harbor 
Road brought firefighters into an inferno- 
hot basement grow room festooned with 
62 large pot plants. Thanks to the build- 
ing's fire-containing slab tin roof, a “flash- 
over” occurred—which means a heat 
buildup of such intensity that a room's 
contents spontaneously burst into 
flames. “It was between 600 and 1,200 
degrees in there,” said Krill. Fire Officer 
Jim Malapanes suffered minor burns on 
his arms when the plastic sheeting that 
had been covering the plants melted onto 
him. Four hours later, after the fire was 
extinguished, Troopers were able to en- 
ter the house and fill four large garbage 


bags with contraband—comprised 
mostly, to their chagrin, of naked plant 
stalks, as the farmer had apparently just 
harvested his crop. Four pounds of smo- 
kable weed was recovered, however, 
which the lawmen slapped with a $12,000 
street value (good shit, evidently).

But that ended up as one of the biggest 
selling records of the sixties. Meanwhile, the MCS5 played their first 
gig at the Fillmore East, and Steppenwolf was revving 
everyone up with “Born to be Wild “It was the start of something. 

Nobody really knew what to expect in 1969 when Led 
Zeppelin came out of nowhere with their first album; at the time 
“Sugar, Sugar” by the Archies seemed destined to become 
record of the year. Critics wrote Zeppelin off as Britain’s answer 
to Grand Funk Railroad. (Is the criteria for becoming a critic 
stupidity, or what?) 

The kids knew better. The album charted soon after its release, 
and Zeppelin’ first tour established them as one of the top live 
acts in the world. 

‘Among fans and rock historians there is stil a long-standing 
‘argument about which band was responsible for heavy metal: 
Deep Purple, Led Zeppelin, or Black Sabbath. I'm not 
going to choose one over the other, I'll just lay it out as it 

appened. 

By mid-1969, Led Zeppelin had «hit on their hands and 
were in the process of creating another with Led Zeppelin Il. 
Deep Purple had already established themselves in the states 


Lord put soostner aconcerto for rock and symphony orchestra, 


with a little help on lyrics from Gillian. The piece won them a 
standing ovation and the respect of several rock critics. By the time 
the band completed Deep Purple in Rock (1970), they had 
become a force to be reckoned with. The band toured incessantly 
over the next two years, and bombarded their fans with records, 
while its members still found time to devote to outside projects (like 
lan Gillian’s lead vocals on the Jesus Christ Superstar album). By 
the time Made in Japan (1973) was released, Machine Head had 


been onthe charts for 66 weeks, and in the top ten twice. The only 
question that plagues me is: How did people learn how to play the 
guitar before “Smoke on the Water”? 

So, while Deep Purple was getting their act together, and 
Led Zeppelin was jamming the charts with “Whole Lotta Love ”, 
what was Black Sabbath up to? They were still calling 
themselves EARTH! It wasn’t until the Christmas of 1969, after 
watching a Boris Karloff flick, that Ozzy, Tony, Geezer and Ward 
decided to change Earth to Black Sabbath. They were 
decidedly the worst or best thing anyone had ever heard, 
depending’ ‘on who you asked. The critics hated them from the start, 
avoiding them in print and in person, but the fans couldn't get 
enough, and the band charted the first time out with Black 
Sabbath. They were succeeding through word of mouth, and Ozzy 
Osbourne endeared himself to fans by making up in personality 
for what he lacked as a singer. 

Then came Paranoid (1971), the album that put them over the 
top. With its two hits, “Paranoid” and “Ironman’, the album made 
the top ten within a few weeks after its release. Black Sabbath had 
three albums on the charts in the summer of ‘71 when Master of 
Reality (with “Sweet Leaf”) joined the first two. That same year fans 
helped Sabbath rank third on the Cashbox poll for Top Vocal 
Group of 1971. The single version of “Ironman” was then 
released, followed by their fourth, Vol. 4. It seemed the group 
parents feared the most was here to stay. 

In 1971, while Black Sabbath and Deep Purple were 
pulling up the rear, Led Zeppelin already had two gold records 
and were about to get their third with Led Zeppelin Ill. Then Led 
Zeppelin IV hit the charts, and calls for “Stairway to Heaven” 
burned up the request line, making Album Oriented Rock stations 
more of a necessity, and confirming Led Zeppelin’s place os 
Most Popular Group of the ’70s . 

There were other notable changes between 1969 and 1971, 
including the glut of rock magazines being published, most of them 
attempting to cash in on the success of Rolling Stone. Many of 
them have since disappeared (Rock, Raves, Crawdaddy) and 
others still plugging away (Circus, Creem, Hit Parader). The closing 
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of the Fillmores East and West marked the end of an era. Rock also 
moved from rock festivals to concert arenas, and arena tours 
became the way most heavy metal groups developed their 
followings, making it all the more important that bands not only get 
out there and play, but develop a real stage act. 

Led Zeppelin was among those touring their asses off. They 
had appeared at most of the major festivals, including (believe it or 
not) Woodstock, and in the early ‘70s headlined a series of sold- 
out shows. Itwas a year Led Zeppelin broke all previous 
records when they sold out a Tampa football stadium. Also 
breaking house records was Grand Funk Railroad, who 
found themselves playing to packed houses at Shea Stadium 
where the famous Beatles’ sellout performance took place only 
afew years before. 

Yeah, Grand Funk Railroad. The same band that was 
considered a national health hazard by a consumer group 
because of their decibel range. They were considered the loudest 
band in the world, a power trio in the Blue Cheer tradition. 
Grand Funk Railroad was also one of the first bands to defy 
a lack of press and sell gold album after gold album from fan 
support alone. 

Some people might say that Grand Funk doesn’t belong in 
‘an article about heavy metal . The fact of the matter is that the: 
were one of the hottest bands around at the time, and one of the 
“heaviest”. Grand Funk also proved themselves to be 
honorable, and proved it by putting their careers on the line. (If 
only pays rock groups held the same attitudes towards selling 
out... 

Management screwed with the group, trying to manipulate them 
into doing something they felt was a betrayal to their fans. The 
band fired their management, which led to a lengthy lawsuit that 
threatened to end their careers. It was rough going for a while. The 
band continued to meet their touring obligations despite financial 
hardship and harassment—management kept having the band’s 
equipment confiscated right before they were about to go 
onstage. The band stood fast and eventually won their case, but 
had to shorten the name of the band to Grand Funk. As it 
turned out, their career was revitalized when they struck back with

“We're an American Band’, their first number one single. 

The year 1972 brought something new into our rooms 
and lives; the TV show Jn Concert, which featured Alice Cooper 
as their first headliner when the group was peaking. No more 
ticket panic, just get out a six-pack and groove with the tube. That 
was quickly followed by Don Kirshner’s Rock Concertand The 
Midnight Special. (Where was VHS when you needed it?) These 
shows featured successful bands of the day and became a 
showcase for up and coming stars of the future (i.e. Aerosmith 
and the Ramones). Often the bands performed live, without the 
aid of tape or lip-synch. The popularity of these shows led to the 
first “made for television concert”: The California Jam (1974), 
featuring Black Sabbath, Deep Purple and Emerson, 
Lake and Palmer, among others. Little did we know then that 
the nightmare of MTV lurked only ten years away. But that’s getting 
ahead of things. 

Heavy metal was riding the crest of a wave in 1973. Not only 
did established bands have mego-hits, but newer American and 
European bands were making their marks as well, proving that 
metal was a worldwide phenomenon. Golden Earring 
(Netherlands) had their first hit with “Radar Love,” Bachman 
Turner Overdrive was thumping out “Let it Ride” and 
Aerosmith’s “Dream On’ was first released (it would be re- 
issued and become a hit in 1976). Meanwhile, Deep Purple 
was high with “Smoke On the Water’, Black Sabbath was 
turning heads with Sabbath Bloody Sabboth, and Led Zeppelin 
headlined three sold-out nights at Madison Square Garden in 
New York (footage of those shows was later used in the feature 
film, The Song Remains the Same). 

‘Two bands that were making a lot of noise, but not a lot of 
headway, were Slade and Brownsville Station. The British 
‘group Slade wos the more formidable of the two with six number 
‘one hits, five gold albums, while not one of their singles didn’t 
make the top twenty in the U.K. Both bands had the same 
problem—no one took them seriously. Maybe it was the way they 
dressed, or their album covers, or maybe it was just that no one got 
their jokes. Despite their image problems, the two bands have 
been rediscovered through cover versions of their material by ‘80s 
bands. Quiet Riot cut new versions of Slade’s “Cum on Feel the 
Noize” and “Mama Weer All Crazee Now,” and Motley Crue 
re-recorded “Smokin’ in the Boys Room”. 

Two other important heavy metal influences are The Pink 
Fairies and Hawkwind. The Pink Fairies are long since 
defunct, but their hard-to-find records are still considered classics 
by most heavy metal connoisseurs. It’s worth noting that Lemmy 
Kilmister of Motorhead played on Hawkwind’s biggest hit, 
“Silver Machine”, and that, after 18 years, Hawkwind is still 
‘going strong. 

Then 1974 floated in, bringing two seemingly unimportant 
events: the above-mentioned California Jam and Kiss. How 
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could we have guessed then that underneath all that clown 
makeup these guys would still be ugly? Can’t imagine. By the end 
of 1975, Kiss was a band turning into a mega-corporation as 
they took the country by storm. They changed the concept of a 
rock concert into a three-ring circus, complete with fire-breathing 
‘and flash pots. “Rock and Roll All Nite” became an anthem, putting 
Kiss over the top and everyone else under the seats. Before you 
knew it, there were Kiss dolls, patches, masks, lunch boxes, 
makeup kits, and finally, the Kiss Army (ugh). Kiss 
singlehandedly took rock ‘n’ roll off the streets and into the stock 
market—an unforgivable act. 

With or without pyrotechnics, heavy metal has always needed 
the road to stay alive. Touring is the lifeblood of heavy metal. 
Bands have always had to depend on word of mouth and force of 
impact to beat the odds stacked against them by the standard lack 
of record company promotion and favorable press. By the 
middle '70s, touring and merchandising were becoming big 
business. Concerts were more than a fan ritual, and the notion of 
fans making their own t-shirts and jackets to show their support 
was supplanted by pre-fab industrialized promotional materials— 
typified by t-shirts that itched and took on weird shapes after being 
washed. 

Still, the middle ‘70s were an exciting time for heavy metal fans. 
Everyone was out on the road—ZZ Top, Ted Nugent, Rush, 
Blue Oyster Cult, Alice Cooper, AC/DC, Thin Lizzy, 
Judas Priest, and UFO, to name just a few. Sometimes there 
would be three big concerts within days of one another. The 
packaging of tours also enabled lesser known bands to develop 
followings and reputations. 

The string of tours seemed like an endless dream, but at times, 
these cross-country caravans would take on a nightmarish tinge. 

Live shows became big money, and one packed house was better 
than two almost-sold-out nights. General admission took on a 
whole new meaning as there were more tickets than seats. 
Scalping became a sideline for adults who had never heard of the

bands before. And as heavy metal audiences went wilder and 
wilder over their music, bouncers and security people did too. 

When a riot over Led Zeppelin tickets left the city of Boston 
with $30,000 worth of damage on their hands (1975), the mayor 
cancelled the show. (All that for nothing.) It took police from 17 
different precincts to stop a bottle-throwing rampage when ZZ 
Top fans couldn't get tickets in San Francisco (197). It wasn’t until 
fans started getting seriously injured, and at one point, even killed, 
that anyone started thinking. When eleven people died and 
another several dozen were injured during that infamous 
stampede for festival seating at a Who performance in 
Cincinnati, which hit front pages across America in 1979, general 
seating went out and alternative means for selling tickets was in. 
Elaborate ticket lotteries that guaranteed very few real fans 
would get tickets (how many teenagers have checkbooks?), and 
distribution of designated allotments of tickets to various locations 
all seemed designed to assure that the scalpers would benefit the 
most. Inflated prices, like $500 for front row during Rolling 
Stones tours, became the latest rock gossip. 

As the 70s wore on, the reported violence before, during, and 
after heavy metal concerts made things even worse. it became 
increasingly more difficult for bands to book venues that would 
allow them to play. Disco and soft rock were becoming more 
popular, and venue owners found those crowds more 
manageable and better behaved. 

By 1979 pre-fab bands made up of studio musicians, like Toto 
and Foreigner, were topping the charts. It was also the year the 
infamous “World Series of Rock” show happened in Cleveland, 
which featured Ted Nugent, Thin Lizzy, and Aerosmith. 
Thirty people were robbed, two women were raped, and one 
person was killed. 

Incidents like that one led to the practice of searching fans 
before they entered arenas, and even the use of metal detectors in 
some arenas. The use of plastic cups rather than cans or bottles. 
also became a widespread practice. 

The “punk” years (1976-1979), which introduced the Sex 
Pistols, Ramones, the Clash, the Damned, and the Dead 
Boys to the world, brought some unexpected surprises, includin« 
the origins of hardcore, thrash, speed metal. Everyone was so higl 
‘on the notion of new wave that two of our best bands almost got 
swept away in the excitement. 


No one knew what to make of AC/DC when they first showed 
up in Australia. They were wearing jeans and sneakers at a time 
when most heavy metal bands had gone glam. And a lead guitarist 
in a school uniform—what the #°@%?! It wasn’t until 1980 that 
AC/DC got their first gold album with Highway to Hell, but long 
before that there was “A Long Way to the Top if You Wanna Rock 
‘n Roll” and it was—AC/DC had toured England in 1975, and 
were playing around Australia years before that. 

Then there was Motorhead, another band who could never 
quite break through here in the States. When they first turned up in 
Stiff Records stable (which also included the Damned, Elvis 
Costello, and Lene Lovich), they were often mistaken for a 
punk band. It would take them a couple of years to straighten that 
out, and Motorhead became best-known for their style of 
execution, since termed speed-metal. 

‘Two other bands emerged from California towards the end of 
the '70s—The Dickies and Van Halen. The Dickies claim 
to fame is that they put out a version of “Paranoid” that was faster 
than any before it. They've continued to increase in speed over the 
years, but are hardcore heroes. 

Van Halen, on the other hand, came out of the California bor 
circuit, where they'd been condemned to rot by local promoters. 
That is, until Gene Simmons of Kiss “discovered” them, and by 
that time they'd already been playing together for ten years. 
Initially it was Eddie Van Halen’s distinctive guitar sound that set 
Van Halen apart, but once they started touring it was David Lee 
Roth’s onstage attire and antics that brought them notice. Now, of 
course, he’s “rock's reigning ego- maniac,” a crown littered with 
so many contenders it boggles the mind that any human being 
could actually claim the title. 

In 1980, when Billy Joel sang “Its Still Rock ‘n Roll to Me,” 
heavy metal fans were groaning as the metal music world was 
coming apart at the seams. There was a multitude of deaths and 
breakups that had critics crowing that heavy metal was finally 
dead. There was good reason to think it might be. Ozzy Osbourne, 
then Bill Ward, left Black Sabbath, Joe Perry split from 
Aerosmith, Gary Moore abandoned Thin Lizzy, Ritchie 
Blackmore left Deep Purple, Cozy Powell quit Rainbow, and 
finally, Peter Criss went home to Beth. But the biggest shockers 
were the deaths of John Bonham (and the subsequent disbanding 
of Led Zeppelin) and AC/DC's lead singer Bon Scott at the 
peak of their careers. Also lost to us at this time were John Lennon 
‘and Keith Moon. Without them there would have been no heavy 
metal. 

But by the end of 1980 something new was in the air. In Europe, 
anew breed of heavy metal was being unleashed. Metal For 
Muthas was the import album that signalled the beginning of the 
end of the old metal, ushering in a whole new sound and attitude. 
Asampler of what was then called the “New Wave of Heavy 
Metal "it included what would become one of the hottest new 
bands, Iron Maiden, and others who would prove influential, 
like Samson, Preying Mantis, Budgie, and The Tygers 
of Pan Tang. Other bands that surfaced at this time were Def 
Leppard, Saxon, Krokus, Witchfynde, Accept,

They promise to expand your mind, release you from 
anxiety, depression, insomnia, the horrors of 
withdrawal, and even increase your intelligence. 


Do they work? 


Whether it’s stunt flying or 
sensory deprivation tanks, I've 
always craved cerebral stimulation, 
and I've always been fascinated by 
how drugs affect the brain. And how 
tiny amounts of matter can trigger 
such precise cerebral reactions— 
replace lethargy with energy, 
insomnia with oblivion, sweaty 
anxiety with cool nonchalance—all 
more or less instantly. If only there 
weren't those unpleasant little side 
effects, like increased tolerance, 
addiction, withdrawal, psychosis, 
suicidal impulses, high prices, etc. 

Inany case, my quest for such 
stimulation has taken me to the 


newest frontier: brain machines. 
These devices have been made 
possible because of the explosion of 
knowledge about the human 
mind—more has been learned 
about the brain in the last 15 years 
than inall of previous history— 
especially the fact that the brain 
makes its own drugs (like 
endorphins, the brain's natural 
opiates). Now, pioneering 
researchers are using this new 
knowledge to create machines with 
fascinating effects. Here are some of 
the latest models on the cerebral 
frontier. 
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Synchro-Energizer 


I thought I'd stepped into the 
middle of California. On the floor, 
here, there, and everywhere, were 
inert human forms—fully clothed, 
on their backs, on mats, wearing 
headphones and the most extra- 
ordinary goggles I'd ever seen—with 
rings of light around each eyeball 
and a beam in the center of the 
forehead. Was everyone pondering 
the ceiling in electrifying 3-D? 

No, nor was this the middle of 
California. It was the middle of the 
day at the Tranquility Center in New 
York, and these people were being 
synchro-energized. I had heard the 
Tranquility Center, home of 
floatation tanks, had a new brain 
gadget, called the Synchro- 
Energizer, and I went to investigate. 
I opted for a private session instead 
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of the group for my first time. 

I took off my shoes, lay down, put 
on headphones and goggles, closed 
my eyes and was turned on. For 45 
minutes, a kaleidoscope of changing 
colors and patterns danced on my 
eyelids as the beat of a heart over- 
dubbed with surf, tones, and 
metronomes sounded in my ears. I 
lost all sense of time while I was 
being synchro-energized 

Beforehand I had been tired, 
sticky, irritable, and a bit hostile. 
Afterwards, however, I felt refreshed, 
renewed, zippy, tingly, and even 
creative. My brain was popping with 
ideas, but not in a manic, speedfreak 
way. [remained essentially calm, 
while feeling energetic and stim- 
ulated. Outside again, the 
streetlamps sparkled, and the leaves 
danced in the breeze. | felt like I was 
seven years old and in some fairytale 
wonderland. Why? What had 
happened? 

“What the Synchro-Energizer 
does,” says Christine Zerrer, who 
runs the S-E center in New York, “is 
bring into harmony all parts of the 
brain. Not just the right intuitive 
hemisphere and the overstimulated 
analyzing left hemisphere, but also 
the forebrain and the limbic system, 
where our disruptive, primitive 
urges lie. This results in clearer 
thinking, greater mental efficiency, 
and a sense of well-being. 


says Dr. Denis Gorges, the Cleveland 
psychiatrist who invented the 
machine after 30 years of research 
and patented it in 1980. “In the 
morning, for example, to get going, 
you can program yourself to an 
excited, aroused state. Also, people 
can have themselves tuned to their 
own state of being and then tune 
themselves to another state of being. 
In other words, if you're in a hyper 
or stressed state, you can match that 
state and then take yourself to a very 
relaxed state. In that case, it could 
replace a martini, or a tranquilizer 
ora joint. With the Synchro- 
Energizer, you get the high without

How does the machine manage 
that? Both the headphones and the 
goggles, which have nine blinking 
lights, (four around each lens and 
one over the “third eye” in the 
middle of the forehead), emit a weak 
electromagnetic field, and are 
attached to a control console the 
size of a small briefcase. The 
flickering light, pulsing sound and 
vibrating electromagnetic waves are 
all programmed to pulse in a 
synchronized pattern that can be 
sped up or slowed down by turning 
adial on the console. EEG studies 
show that brain wave activity falls 
into rhythm with the device, so you 
can choose your brain waves—beta, 
alpha, theta, or delta—and the 
various states of mind that go with 
them, by just turning the dial. 

“The Synchro-Energizer is an 
electronic cornucopia of drugs,” 


the downside risks of drugs. You can 
use it to tune yourself in all kinds of 
different directions.” 

Musicians use the S-E to calm 
down after performances and to 
relieve the stresses of being on the 
road. (In fact, Bob Weir, singer and 
rhythm guitar player of The Grateful 
Dead, says he's been using it for two 
years, and states that “i 
guaranteed to change your state of 
mind.” Other entertainers who have 
gone on record as Synchro- 
Energizer users include Sammy 
Hagar, Tina Turner, Ally Sheedy, and 
Carly Simon.) Insomniacs find it 
effective in inducing sleep, and it's 
often used before brainstorming 
sessions to get the creative juices 
flowing. Some S-E users have 
reported vivid flashbacks of 
childhood events during sessions, 
and others have experienced 


sudden flashes of insight (the 
“Eureka Effect”). “But it's not 
miraculous,” Christine explains. “It 
merely sets up a situation to put the 
body and brain in the best state to 
give optimum performance 
allowing a person to function at his 
or her fullest potential.” 

While no medical claims are made 
for the S-E, its effects are currently 
being studied at ten universities, in 
areas including stress reduction, 
substance abuse, accelerated 
learning, pain reduction, sports 
performance, and learning 
disabilities. 

‘The Synchro-Energizer seems 
likely to become the Frisbee of brain 
machines—accessible, enduring, 
and popular everywhere. Five 
thousand are in use around the 
world, including the private practice 
of doctors, psychiatrists, and 
therapists. There are now 15 centers 
in the US, with the S-E available for 
private and group sessions. (The 
latter are usually $10 a pop, private 
fees vary.) By year’s end, “Minder- 
cise” centers in 36 major cities will 
have the Synchro-Energizer. 


Graham Potentializer 


I lay down on a bed, put on 
headphones, closed my eyes, and 
began to experience exquisite 
sensations of pure euphoria. The 
bed whirled, as I drifted into a semi- 
swoon—very much at peace with 
myself. While I was thus languish- 
ing, the motorized bed slowly 
revolved in a counterclockwise 
circle, rising and falling 
rhythmically. I was also moving 
through a weak electromagnetic 
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field generated by a box at the head 
of the bed. 

“Besides my machine, probably 
only a trip to the moon or into space 
is a more powerful way to develop 
1Qand consciousness,” says David 
Graham, a Canadian electrical 
engineer and inventor of the 
Graham Potentializer. His provoca- 
tive theory to support that claim is 
as fascinating as the machine itself. 

Graham believes—and recent 
research on motion tends to 
support this notion—that the brain, 
after reaching its full size at age six, 
continues to develop its powers and 
potential primarily through the 
effects of vestibular stimulation (i.e. 
the effects of motion on the inner 
ear, called the vestibular). This 
stimulation is so crucial because 
motion has a particularly powerful 
effect on fluids in the inner ear, 
causing the nerve endings there to 
send an enormous amount of 
electrical signals to the cerebellum, 
which in turn relays them to many 
parts of the brain. New pathways are 
devised as this tremendous number 
of signals seek to arrive at many 
different destinations, including the 
brain’s so-called pleasure centers 
(which accounts for the euphoria 
described earlier). In essence, this 
high volume of neural activity 
expands the brain, stretches it and 
sharpens its powers, much like a 
good workout tones and exercises 
the body. 

The roller coaster is a striking 
example of the effects of vestibular 
stimulation on the brain. During the 
ride, the passenger does nothing but 
sit still, yet afterwards he or she is 
overwhelmed by feelings of exhilara- 
tion, breathlessness, excitement, 
and general pleasure. 

Graham also believes that humans 
are profoundly affected by the 
natural and artificial fields 
surrounding them. Since the earth's 
electromagnetic field is a basic 
component of our existence, its 
complete absence would force the 
brain to expand in new ways to deal 
with the change. The potential 
effects of no electromagnetic field, 
combined with the fantastic motion 
of space travel leads Graham to 
assert that a trip into space is “an 
incredibly powerful way to develop 
1Q and consciousness.” 

“If this theory is a correct model,” 
he says, “it predicts that the 
astronauts return with a totally 
different consciousness than they 


Using the Synchro-Energizer is like a 
trip into the Twilight Zone: it’s a 
journey not only of sight and sound but 
of mind.

The Brain Tuner is a non-invasive 
Cranial Electro Stimulation (CES) 
device that puts a small AC current, 
around 100HZ and under 1 
milliampere, directly into the head 
through electrodes placed on 
acupuncture points, usually behind 
the ears. It was invented by Dr. 
Robert Beck, a physicist and 
engineer who holds several patents 
and is widely respected in the field 
of electromagnetics. CES, also 
referred to as Neuro Electro Therapy 
(NET), has been the subject of 
intensive worldwide study over the 
last several decades, especially in 
Russia, and it’s been successfully 
used to treat depression, insomnia, 
drug abuse and other stress-related 
syndromes. The underlying theory 
which CES is based on is that 
electrical current can stimulate the 
release of neurotransmitters or 
brain chemicals. However, only 
specific currents can stimulate the 
release of specific neurotransmit- 
ters. Forexample, NET units are 
widely used in the treatment of pain 
because the particular electric 
current frequency they use 
stimulates the release of 
endorphins, the body's natural 
opiates. CES bears no relation to 
shock treatment or the barbaric 
Electro-Convulsive Therapy. 

According to Dr. Beck, the Brain 
Tuner emits 256 simultaneous 
frequencies that include “all known 
beneficial frequencies for the 
natural stimulation of the brain's 
neurotransmitters.” Another of the 
many CES devices is the “black box" 
designed by Dr. Margaret Patterson. 
This is the one that Keith Richards, 
Eric Clapton, and Pete Townshend 
used to kick their various addic- 
tions. With the black box, the 


frequencies are selected to suit the 
client's particular problem. 
Barbiturate addicts tend to respond 
to low frequencies while cocaine 
and amphetamine users benefit 
most from very high frequencies. Dr. 
Patterson's black box is currently 
pending approval by the FDA. 


These are just a few of the “brain 
machines" currently available. In 
future issues of HIGH TIMES, we'll 
keep you posted on the latest 
developments and machines. More 
are appearing all the time, even as 
the ones above are modified and 
upgraded (a portable, Walkman-type 
Synchro-Energizer for personal use 
should be out by year's end for 
under $500). Although many experts 
have no doubt about the beneficial, 
mind-enhancing effects of electrical 
stimulation, it must be remembered 
that bioelectricity is still a new field 
full of mysteries. 

Contrary to the accepted wisdom, 
recent research indicates that the 
adult brain is capable of growth’and 
change, given the proper stimula- 
tion. As more of the brain's secrets 
are revealed in this field of fast- 
paced discovery, even more 
sophisticated devices will be 
developed. One thing is certain: We 
are crossing a threshold into a new 
era of consciousness. Nothing will 
remain the same for that most 
complex of all structures in the 
universe, the human brain.

Palm 
trees sway in the breeze, crystal clear water laps the 
golden sand, and bare-breasted Scandinavian women 
play volleyball in the sun. Meanwhile, you're toasted 
on the psilocybin mushroom omelette you had for 
breakfast, contentedly sighing, wondering which one 
of your poor slob friends is stuck shoveling out the 
driveway back in Minnesota. 

Sounds too good to be true, you say? (Not to men- 
tion too expensive!) Not true, doubting reader. This 
place really does exist, and it’s cheap. Once you get 
there, that is. 

I'm talking about Koh Samui, a small island about 
40 miles off the coast of Thailand. Unlike some of the 
other islands around Thailand, Koh Samui’s inacces: 


bility has left it relatively unspoiled by Thailand’s 
booming tourist industry. Also, it is geared more to- 
wards young people. The scenery is beautiful—huge 
vistas of palm trees, sweeping down to the blue-green 


ocean—and the island is so small you can motorbike 
all the way around it in about an hour. 

If you're interested in the vacation of a lifetime, I'll 
tell you about the costs. First of all, round trip airfare 
to Thailand is going to cost you about eight or nine 
hundred bucks, but keep in mind that once you land, 
things get CHEAP. If you do it right, a vacation to the 
FarEast will cost as much as a vacation to Europe. Thai 
currency is called the “baht”, and the exchange rate is 
around 25 baht to the dollar.

To begin your trip to Koh Samui, you havc to travel 


from Bangkok, the usual port of entry for travelers, 
and world-famous as the “Sex Capital of the World.” 
First off, head to the local pharmacy and load up on 
valium, which you can get over the counter for about 
3 1/2 baht apiece. Then book an air-conditioned bus 
for Koh Samui (about 270 baht, or ten dollars), board 
it, and take the valium. When you wake up, twelve 
hours later, the ferry will be waiting to take you to the 
island, atwo-hour trip.

found them indispensable for dealing with the tedium 
of travel.) 

Upon arrival, you will be greeted by friendly bus 
drivers who will take you, and as many other poor 
souls they can cram into their vehicle, to the beach of 
your choice. There are beaches for every taste here— 
quiet, secluded ones; expensive ones, etc. I recom- 
mend Lamai beach. 

Once in Lamai, getaroom. You can get a pretty de- 
cent room right near the water for about 200 baht a 
night. If you're really going cheap, you can get a little 
shack for as low as 50 baht a night, with a common 
bathroom and shower. Prices vary according to the 
season. The high season is from November to Febru- 
ary. In the summer, it’s too hot, and they stop running 
ferries; in the fall is the rainy season. 

Istayed at the fabulous Magic Resort in Lamai, right 
on the beach. This was somewhere between a real ho- 
tel and the shacks. It’s best to bring your own sheets 
when travelling in Thailand, as maid service is not part 
of the deal in the inexpensive bungalow places. 

Food in Thailand is also really cheap. A meal con- 
sisting of a half chicken, a huge bowl of steamed mus- 
sels, fried rice and a soft drink will cost about 80 baht 
($3.00). Thai food is wonderful, especially if you like 
it spicy. (Watch out if it’s too spicy, ‘cause then you'll 
be in for a “ring of fire” experience in the bathroom 
later.) Western food, like burgers and sandwiches, is 
available, but why go to Thailand to eat burgers? 

Drinking is expensive in comparison to how cheap 
everything else is. Beer is heavily taxed, resulting in 
American-style prices. Better to stick with the local 
whisky—the deadly Mekhong—which is best when 
mixed with cola or seltzer. You can buy a fifth for 85 
baht, and bring it with you to restaurants, as long as 
you buy mixers from them. 

While perusing the menu, you’re bound to notice 
the magic mushroom omelette. Koh Samui is full of 
mushrooms. The omelette costs 100 baht, but you can 
go to the Magic Mushroom farm in Big Buddha 
beach, and bypass the middleman. It’s easy to find— 
there’s a sign right on the road. Technically, mush- 
rooms are illegal, but the police seem to ignore this. 
Just don’t let them catch you with any or they'll stick 
you in jail until you give them a bunch of money. (La~ 
mai is full of places offering mushroom omelettes. 


Don’t Screw Up 

‘A few words on smuggling: Thailand is notorious 
for its heroin trade, and there are big bucks to be made 
in smuggling. The temptation is great, but HIGH 
TIMES must warn you: Don’t do it. The penalties are 
extreme if you're caught in Thailand, and Southeast 
Asia in general. In Malaysia, they'll hang you. In Thai- 
land, they'll put you in Bangkwang prison with the 
hardcore murderers and thugs of Thailand. I visited 
with some Americans who have been in jail for anum- 
ber of years there. They described it as a living hell, 
and urged all readers not to try smuggling any amount 
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On your way to Koh Samui a visit to the Phatphong 
Road go-go bars can be fun. 


Consequently it’s also full of people staring at rocks 
and going “Wow!”) 

When the day is ending, and you're coming down, 
you'll want something to take the edge off. So go out 
for dinner, and ask the waiter for a bag of marijuana— 
he'll bring it to the table, and you can light up after 
dinner. It’s cheap, too. 

Go to Koh Samui now—before hordes of tourists 
discover it and ruin it. It’s one of the greatest vacation 
spots on earth! The Thai people are friendly and cheer- 
ful, but as usual, watch out for the cops. If you do get 
in trouble, keep in mind that they are incredibly cor- 
rupt and open to bribery.

world. Going indoors is just one of many 
adaptations to a varied environment. 
Cannabis has the genetic flexibility and 
diversity to enjoy the near tropical envi- 
ronment that the move indoors repre- 
sents. What this means to the small-time 
grower is that the plants do not need per- 
fect conditions to grow. It means you can 
get into growing with almost no invest- 
ment, provided you treat the grow space 
in a modular way, improving equipment 
as you go along. 

Let's get into basics. Plants grow by us- 
ing light energy to convert carbon dioxide 
(CO,) and water (H,O) into sugar, releas- 
ing oxygen (O,) in the process called pho- 
tosynthesis. Small amounts of other 
elements are used by the plants for their 
life processes and to build carbohydrates 
and protein. 

From this simplified explanation of how 
plants grow, you can see that there are 
some basic requirements that plants 


need, namely light, CO,, water, and nutri- 
ents. In nature these needs are usually 
part of the environment. Indoors, it is up 
to the gardener to supply them. 


SETTING UP THE 
ENVIRONMENT 


Outdoors, marijuana grows best under 
full light, with high nutrients and plenty of 
moisture in the soil. To get the plant to 
grow vigorously and bud well, these con- 
ditions must be met. Supplying light is the 
hardest and most expensive part of grow- 
ing for most closet farmers. Intense light 
is expensive to generate electrically, and 
hard to distribute evenly throughout the 


garden. 
LIGHT 


There is no reasonable way a gardener 
can generate as much light as is found on 


Three and one-half foot tall plant growing in eight 
inch pot filled with vermiculite and perlite. If this 
plant had been forced to flower earlier, it would have 
had almost the same amount of bud, but much less 
stem. The smaller plant would have been much more 
cost-efficient. Containers were watered three times 


a sunny summer day. Luckily the plants 
do not need that much to grow and flower 
well. However, they do need a very bright 
environment. 

All electrically generated light costs 
money and taxes the electrical system; 
so the most efficient way to go is to con- 
serve any light generated. The solution is 
cheap and simple: paint the perimeter 
with flat white reflective material. Another 
solution: line the perimeter with alumi- 
num foil (dull side out so that the reflec- 
tion is diffused rather than just reflecting 
in hot spots). 

More expensive solutions: if the room 
is in an area where heat must be con- 
served in order to maintain a 70-80 de- 
gree temperature when the lights are on, 
line the walls with styrofoam insulating 
material which comes on a roll (available 
in hardware stores).

Dear Ed, 

We have discovered an easy way to 
prevent animal predators from destroying 
our plants. Paint a one gallon plastic milk 
container a camouflage or earth-tone 
color. Punch a dime sized hole on each of 
the four sides of the jug below the slope of 
the neck to prevent rainfall from getting 
in. Fill the jugs up to the level of the holes 
with human urine. Place the jug on the 
ground, or dig it into the ground, so that 
the holes are just above the ground level 
(this slows evaporation). The odor from 
the jug will remain strong throughout the 
growing season. Add more urine as the 
fluid level drops.

Ihave a problem with white flies. Are 
they damaging to the plants? If so, how 
can I get rid of them? | would prefer not to 
use chemical sprays.

The easiest way to control white flies 
in a greenhouse or grow room is to 
use the white fly parasite, encarseria 
formosa. This insect is a small non-so- 
cial wasp. It is about 1/20 the size of a 
white fly. Its entire life is lived as a 
predator of white flies. The primary 
way it keeps them controlled is by lay- 
ing an egg in each white fly egg. Within 
weeks the white flies are an occa- 
sional sight, never to be a bother in the 
garden again.

material that they claim is the most reflec- 
tive stuff around. 

Some mail-order stores sell Astrolon 
which is another highly reflective 
material. 

BEST BET: aluminum foil. 


THE LIGHTS 


If you figure just the cost of the lamp, 
fluorescents are the cheapest way to go. 
They are often on sale in hardware and 
discount stores and come in various con- 
figurations such as four and eight foot 
lengths and in circles. They can be hung 
from the top and placed in any position. 
Deluxe warm white and deluxe cool white 
tubes mixed create a good spectrum of 
light for plant growth. 

Fluorescents are cheap to buy, and can 
sometimes be salvaged or picked up 
used. If you are using used reflectors, buy 
new tubes because old tubes do not 
generate as much light. 

They can be placed alll over the garden 
to light up dark spots and can be used in 
innovative ways to light the plants. 

Ifyou are not paying for electricity their 


total cost is very little. To increase total 
light to the plants the tubes can be placed 
around the garden as well as over the 
plants. The tubes can actually be placed 
in between the plants by using portable 
fluorescent fixtures available in hardware 
and auto-parts shops. 

However, fluorescents are bulky in the 
garden and inconvenient to use. They 
generate their light over a dispersed area 
rather than a point, and they are bulky. 
The total amount of light that can be deliv- 
ered to a given area is physically limited. 
The low light levels slow growth and limit 
bud density and size. You can still get 
good buds growing under flurorescents, 
but not as good as under high intensity 
discharge lamps (HIDs). 

The total cost of a source of light can- 
not be figured just as the purchase price. 
Itis also based on the amount of light use- 
able to the plant generated per watt of 
electricity. By this standard, fluorescents 
are more expensive than HID lights be- 
cause HIDs generate a lot more light than 
fluorescents per watt of electricity. 


HID LAMPS 


HID lamps come in two forms, metal 
hallides (MH) and high pressure sodium 


(HPS) lamps. These lights are found out- 
doors as street lighting. The MH lamps 
emit a white light and the HPS lamps emit 
a pink-amber light. The HPS lamps are 
more efficient; that is, they emit more light 
per watt than the MH lamps. 

Some cultivators say that plants do 
better under one lamp or another or a 
combination during the pre-flowering pe- 
riod. | think that most plants do better un- 
der HPS used alone. In any case, the 
differences in growth during the pre-flow- 
ering period are marginal. Virtually every- 
one agrees that HPS lamps are the way 
to go during flowering. They encourage 
flower growth more than MH lamps. 

HID lamps are very efficient energy 
converters and produce lots of light per 
watt. 

HID lamps usually come with the re- 
flector and tube remote from the ballast 
so that they are lightweight and easy to 
manipulate. 

HID lamps emit light over a small area, 
so that the energy is very concentrated 
and can be delivered to the plants with 
great intensity. 

However, HID lamps’ purchase price is 


high. 
BEST BET: an HPS lamp.

The light from your grow bulbs and the 
fluorescent will encourage tall, 
spindly plants as they reach for the 
light. Try a 200 or 400 watt horizontal 
halide. The plants need light to grow 
and flower. The more light the better. 
Stronger light will allow your plants to 
grow to be thick, short, and bushy. If 
you are using the plantlet method, the 
intense light will allow you to have a 
sea-of-green area filled with ripe buds. 
As to your 10” plants, two weeks old 
from seed is old enough to get flow- 
ers, but the question is how big will the 
flowers be? | would clone the plant 
several times and then flower them all. 
Feed the plants a complete food such 
as Dyna-gro, ECO-S, or any full food 
with micronutrients. 


Dear Dr. Indoors, 
I'm converting my growing hobby from 
the outdoors to the indoors. | have aroom 
that is 14’ 12with plenty of ventilation. | 
have $600 to invest in a system and light. 
What should | do??

Divide the room into smaller rooms. 
You don't need to use all the space at 
once. Give yourself a 67’ area to 
start. In this area put a 1000MS halide 
either vertical or horizontal mount to 
supply the light. The cost for the light 
and the timer will be around $200. Pick 
a grow system that fits the area. There 
are a lot of good systems on the mar- 
ket. Aeroflo by Diamond Lights/ 
General Hydroponics is a good 
expandable system. The Good Buddy- 
‘Super Buddy by Higher Yield will also 
give good results, and is expandable. 
You can use Hydrofarm Quad by Ap- 
plied Hydro, or SGS Europonic by Su- 
perior Growers. Any good hydroponic 
system will do. Pick the one that ap- 
peals to you and fits into your budget. 
Most are around $200. So far, that’s 
$400 of your $600. Build a smaller area” 
x 4’for cloning. You can use a 175 watt 
horizontal light. The cost is about $110 
plus a timer, which will cost about $15. 
To grow the clones get some clone kit 
equipment like rockwool, simple trays, 
and rooting hormone. Rooting hormone 
can be Rootone, Klone-gel or some- 
thing similar. With this set up, you can 
start the plants in the clone area, clone 
them, and when they're ready, move 
them into the main area to flower. This 
system will keep you in cannabis for a 
while and when your budget allows, you 


can increase the size of the rooms and 
the systems.

Ihave an area 2x 3'x 7: Would a 150 watt 
grow bulb with a 100 watt fluorescent be 
enough? | just ordered seed from SSSC 
and want the light to be correct.

any accidental leakage onto the lower 
light fixture.

General idea 


As long as we keep time—that is, measure our history in terms of 
years, decades, or centuries—its numbers shall always have peculiar 
resonances that subliminally affect us. Time, as such, is a glib abbrevi- 
ation, a misleading measurement for an entire emotional, economic, 
political, and artistic climate of an age. The ‘‘sixties”, for example, 
vaguely lumps together the conservative mediocrity of the early part 
of the decade with the radical renaissance that followed, and arbitrar- 
ily cuts off that time from the early seventies. One curious phenome- 
non in all of this is how centuries have their own psychic life span. At 
the beginning the years seem remarkably free of their predecessors. 
Everything is wide open; it’s a new age, a leap into the future. But as 
decades build up they weigh down on us. We continuously refer back to 
them: the twenties, the thirties, the forties, the fifties... Near the con- 
clusion of a century, the past crowds us into a claustrophobia of 
nostalgia, decadence, and a morbid self-fascination with the end—the 
death of 

Fin de siecle is the phrase many have chosen to describe those per- 
iods when the burden of history warps expression into vain, stylized 
reflections of the past. As the 20th century slips further into the 
dreaming dotage of its old age, the work of General Idea is emerging as 
truly the art of the times. A collective name for three artists (AA Bron- 
son, Jorge Zontal, and Felix Partz), General Idea formed in Toronto in 
the late sixties, and has, in the twenty years since, invented its own 
manic dandy persona and mythic pageantry of inbred mannerist 
sophistications. From early films like “God Is My Gigolo”, and kitsch- 
decorative architectural projects like “‘The Miss General Idea 
Pavilion”, to recent paintings of copyright symbols and shields of 
faux-heraldry emblazoned with shocking pink poodles, they continual- 
ly elaborate on a slyly derisive caricature of the perverse tastes and 
vulgar artifacts of the wealthy, cultured elite. Greatness in the fin de 
siecle is not what is new, but the bizarre affectations of its mannerisms. 
What is most radical is often precisely that which doesn’t seem radical 
at all, like General Idea—more an anonymous corporate identity than 
the image of the lone, individualistic struggling artist we expect. Their 
most recent work has been their AIDS posters and paintings (shown 
here). A reference to Robert Indiana’s famous “LOVE”, they've 
readapted it into a more disturbingly contemporary context, piling up 
new layers of meaning like thin translucent skins of an onion too tear- 
ful to peel in public. ©

Eyen within the weirdness -strained confines of the science-fic- 
tion subcontinent, Samuel Delany is an anomaly. I mean, how 
else would you characterize a middle-class private-schooled 
black dyslexic homosexual single-father and unabashed intellec- 
tual who happily writes visionary fiction for a market generally 
perceived to be populated exclusively by daydreaming arrested 
adolescents? Certainly not just one of the boys, eh? Delany’s been 
an alien among aliens since 1962, when he published his first 
novel, The Jewels of Aptor, at the tender age of 20. Since then he’s 
tumed out a steady stream of startlingly imaginative works— 
novels like 1966's Babel-17 (which posited language as a socio- 
military weapon), 1968’s Nova (a mind-twisting, tour-de-force 
space opera that many consider to be the cyberpunk prototype), 
1975's Dhalgren (a huge, densely-textured work that has inexpli- 
cably sold like a motherfucker, shattering conventional publish- 
ing wisdom that “difficult” books don’t sell), 1984’s Stars In My 
Pocket Like Grains of Sand (the first part of a science-fiction dip- 
tych), and the four-volume “‘Neveryon” fantasy series, which 
Delany describes as “a kind of ‘child’s garden of semiotics’'— 


Across from the trucks at the Christopher Street 
Pier, earlier that summer, a bar changed owners— 
though the old name; yes, Dirty Dick’s—persisted. 
The new owner was a brassy, gregarious woman in 
her early thirties who went by the name of Pat and 
who, several operations ago, rumor was, had been a 
man. 

The new clientele was largely gay. 

Now Marilyn and I went over one night. Catering 
to the late-teenaged dikes who would be sitting on 
the church steps as far east as Sixth Avenue, to color- 
ful bevies of Puerto Rican drag queens, to a whole 
range of truck drivers from the yards around, to vari- 
ous guys who would have liked to have been mista- 
ken for drivers, and to the odd tailored uptown 
businesswoman, the place was a kind of a haven— 
even more so for Marilyn than for me. 

The bar was oval. There was a dance floor in the 
back. The story was that the straights stood on one 
side while the gays cruised the other, with everyone 
coming together to dance to the music. But such a 
cut-and-dried scheme hardly ever pertained in the 
place. It only suggested a categorization that reas- 
sured the newcomer—if he or she needed reassur- 
ance. The jukebox hit that season was “Walk Like a 
Man,” which produced a galaxy of parochial parodies 
on the dance floor from both the men and the women 
there. 

Some folks we met there were people we already 
knew, like Carol, who, with her boy-short hair (in 
that time when women’s hair was always long and 
men’s always short), dressed in slacks and men’s 
shirts, and had managed the Elysee before Bill and 
Terry; before Marilyn had gone to Mexico, she’d 
booked in one of my ersatz folksinging groups, either 
some transient resurrection of the Harbor Singers, or 
the duo I'd briefly formed with a motorcycle-riding 
young husband from the Bronx (who was studying 
creative writing with Margarite Young, when he was 
not working or rehearsing with me) under the name 
of Waldo and Oversoul. On our first night together 
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sword and sorcery with an interesting philosophical overload.” 
The most recent entry in this AIDS-subtexted mega-work is The 
Bridge of Lost Desire, published in hardcover last fall by Arbor 
House. Delany has also written some of the sharpest, most care- 
fully thought-out criticism of science fiction and the specialized 
language it employs (most recently compiled in The Straits of Mes- 
sina, available for $20.95 mailorder from Serconia Press, P.O. 
Box 1786, Seattle WA 98111). 

The following piece is an excerpt from the recently published 
non-fiction work, The Motion of Light in Water, Sex and Science-Fic- 
tion Writing in the East Village, 1957-1965 (Arbor House/William 
Morrow), compiled from Delany’s prodigious journals of the 
time. The guy’s prolific on top of being brilliant. Doncha just hate

Sue had introduced 
pot into the house and was our resident expert on all mat- 
ters concerning drugs, though much of her information 
came, I suspect, from a small volume that served a number 
of sixties types as a bible, Drugs and the Mind.

followed by the two books, fixed to the plaque, with curly 
white lines around them, AND printed neatly between. 
Lettered below, boldly in white, was: 

SAMUEL R. DELANY! 
It all looked very incongruous—if not mindless. But as we 
stepped inside the narrow space, where the candles on the 
small tables had not yet been lit, Terry said, “Don’t say it. I 
know— but we have to make do with what we got. I fig- 
ured it was just weird enough that it might get a couple of 
people to come inside.” 

“It’s your place,” I said, and put my guitar down. 

Billy. was sitting at one table, laboriously writing some- 
thing out with a ball-point ona folded piece of paper.

I'd actually seen Dylan perform once ina small. group con- 
cert up at Riverside Church at which my friend Ana had 
also sung. His harmonica and guitar performance had been 
charming, energetic, and wholly and classically traditional. 
And among the audience of forty-five or fifty people that 
had turned out for the tiny auditorium space that held, per- 
haps, seventy-five. there were clearly about ten or twelve 
who were particularly enthusiastic about him, and had 
come specifically to hear him—among the dozen-odd per- 
formers that afternoon—and for whom he was clearly 
laying. 

Billy and I went back inside. Billy stepped up to the per- 
formance area, with its single chair in the skew spotlight, 
and tapped the mike. There was a slight booming outside 
above the door, where the speaker projected the sound into 
the street to attract the warm-weather tourists. 

When there were any. 

As of yet there were no customers. 

“You can go on and do a set, just to put some sounds in 
the street,” Billy said. “Don’t kill yourself. I just like to hear 
you pla 

“Allright,” Isaid. “Lemme just get a glass of water,” and I 
stepped in back of the counter, at the small sink filled a cy- 
lindrical glass with water, handed it to Marilyn, expecting 
her to drink and hand it back to me so that I could take a 
drink. But instead, she just held it. 

So I started to get another glass for myself. 

Just then the door flew open, and a breathless young 
man, in a denim jacket and on the fleshy side, rushed in 
with his guitar case, plopped himself down in the perform- 
ance chair, bent to open the case, and pulled out his guitar. 
Pushing on a couple of steel finger picks, he plucked two, 
five, half a dozen notes— 

“Hey,” Billy said, “wait up there—” 

I'd recognized the midwestern youth from the Riverside 
concert as Dylan. 

“Now look,” Billy said, “I told you you could sing, but 
we got another performer who’s supposed to go on first.” 

Dylan shook his head, stood up, and said something I 
couldn’t hear. 

Terry stepped up beside Marilyn and me. 


What altercation over later hours, further appointments 
that had to be kept, or requests for schedule changes went 
down I don’t know, because just then a passing fire engine 
set off a yowl of feedback in the microphone. Billy silenced 
it with a cupped palm. 

Dylan picked up his guitar and, a moment later, they 
were again talking by the door. 

“... well, then, don’t come back!” Billy said, at last, a lit- 
tle loudly, a little flustered. 

And with his case, Dylan rushed out the door as breath- 
lessly as he’d come in. 

Shaking his head, Billy put his hands on his hips, looked 
at us, and really said, “Bob Dylan! Who does he think he is 

> 

Then he went outside, squatted before the placard 
Through the glass door, I saw him tear off the taped-up pa- 
per strip. 

In that age when popular music did not speak for its 
young people, folk music occupied a position hard to ex- 
plain today. The people who went out into the mountains 
and forests of America (or, indeed, any other country) to 
collect it were scientists— anthropologists. The people who 
learned it and sang it, as close as possible to the traditional 
manner in which it had been sung by the people who made 
it up, were dedicated artists. (And the possibility that I 
might spend my life as a fine folk musician, performing in 
folk clubs, giving concerts, and making albums, was as ex- 
citing to me as the possibility of being a great writer or a 
physicist.) At the same time, you could write your own— 
about anything you wanted. 

Two years later Dylan was to make a revolutionary cross- 
over, when he decided that the American youngsters who 
bought millions of pop music records a month were just as 
much “folk” as the banjo-twanging miners of Appalachia, 
and electrified his music, not in an exploitative gesture to 
make folk music acceptable in suburbia (that had been 
done many times before), but rather to create a music that 
spoke for people who simply had been allowed no voice till 
now by a culture engine that drummed only banal love 
lyrics into the ear twenty-four hours a day. The result was 
that American music—folk and pop—would never be the 
same. 

But the idea that the author of The Jewels of Aptor and Cap- 
tives of the Flame once, as a singer, had his name in substan- 
tially larger letters above Bob Dylan’s—cven for five 
minutes—has always made me smile. 


woke to sirens, rolled in the sweaty sheets of the per- 
sistent Indian summer—I remembered no scheduled 
test. Just then, outside the apartment, a jet snarled 
omewhere on the sky. Could that be the plane with 
the bomb, I thought, idly. Lying there, I got chills—and im- 
mediately tried to reason them away. This was the sort of 
coincidence, I thought (blinking at the dull window), that 
can ruin a good day. 

Then the window filled with yellow light. 

I leaped from the bed, taking the sheets with me. My 
throat cramped, my heart exploded in my chest, while I 
watched gold fire spill window to window down the tene- 
ment across the street. 

The fireball! 

The thought quivered beyond the pain in my body that, 
in each of its parts had gone, individually, into terror. The 
light’s here now, I thought. The shock and sound will arrive 
in four seconds, five seconds, and I will be dead... 

Four seconds, five seconds, seven seconds, ten seconds 
later, I was still standing there. trying to think of some place 
to hide. 

The clouds, in coincidence compounded, had simply 
pulled away from the sun. The plane was gone. The little 
electric clock on the bookshelf said noon. The siren— 
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which, of course, went off at that time every day—lowered 
its pitch, softened its whine, and ceased. 

That was the month, of course, of the Cuban missile cri- 
sis. Over the days of the event, newspaper and radio—we 
had no television—were filled with nothing else. History 
has remembered the event as one of Kennedy's successes 
that somehow compensated for the embarrassment of the 
previous year’s Bay of Pigs invasion. But what the Ameri- 
can public lived through was an anxious week when, yet 
again, World War III seemed momentarily imminent. 

‘On the day of the special U.N. session, Marilyn and I were 
visiting at my mother’s where, indeed, we watched the spe- 
cial session, running on all channels, with most of New 
York City, with most of the country. 

Atthe U.N., the United States would speak. Russia would 
speak. And Cuba—the country at the center of the dis- 
pute—would speak. All the major TV channels were cover- 
ing the sunny afternoon’s proceedings at the same 
time—as, indeed, were most radio stations. Perhaps be- 
cause we owned no television ourselves, when Marilyn 
and I came into my mother’s apartment to hear the cover- 
age we turned on the radio out of habit.

A small educational station, Riverside Radio, was giving 
its report on the all-day goings-on at the United Nations.

The sound coming from the 
radio and the TV speakers—the opening remarks by the 
Secretary General—was identical, so there was no reason 
to turn the radio off. 

We settled down on the couch to watch and listen. 

The U.S. ambassador to the U.N. made his statement. At 
the end there was a shuffling of papers; a few people 
coughed. 

CBS switched, after a few moments, to a news analyst, 
who gave a minute or two of commentary on the U.S. state- 
ment, while on the radio behind us, the noise of coughing 
and shuffling continued in the Security Council Hall, until 
the Secretary General stepped to the podium to introduce 
Ambassador Valerian Zorin from the U.S.S.R.—and once 
more the sound from the TV speaker and the radio speaker 
became congruent. 

The Soviet ambassador made his statement. The transla- 
tor’s words came over the Russian, like a vague ghost, lead- 
ing to the halting English version, through both the speaker 
behind us and speaker before us. The statement was 
greeted with a similar silence, similar shufflings, similar 
coughs. Once more CBS cut to a news analyst; and once 
more the radio simply overlaid it with shufflings and 
coughings and the sounds from any large meeting hall be- 
tween activities. (On the radio. now, an announcer’s voice, 
with the timbre of adolescence, came on to identify the sta~ 
tion, once more, as Riverside Radio.) When the Secretary 
General resumed the podium, a minute later, again the 
speakers’ sound became one. The Cuban ambassador was 
introduced. In Spanish, he began to talk.

WHAT WATT 
TO USE 


Fluorescents do not emit much light at 
either six inch end of the tube, so 4-foot 
tubes will support a garden three feet 
long. Eight-foot tubes will support a gar- 
den 7 feet long. It is hard to fit more than 
two tubes per foot of width in a space. 
This is a minimum amount of light re- 
quired to maintain a decent growth level 
and to produce nice buds. A fluorescent 
uses about 10 watts of electricity per lin- 
ear foot. Two tubes per foot of width uses 
about 20 watts of electricity per square 
foot (counting the unuseable space at the 
end of each tube). 

Top lighting, at best, produces fair flow- 
ering. With additional side lighting flower- 
i increased. For instance, a closet 8 
x 3', a total of 24 square feet, could use 
six 8-foot fluorescents on top. During 
flowering, the lights should be supple- 
mented with four 8-foot fluorescents 
hung at the far side of the garden at the 


bud height. Four foot tubes could also be 
placed at either end of the garden. 

Gardens should be lit by a minimum of 
about 20 watts per square foot of growing 
space using HID lamps. Lower wattage 
lamps are less efficient than high wattage 
so gardens lit by them should get about 
25 watts input per square foot. 


CO, AND AIR 


In order to use the light energy shed on 
the leaves, the plants require adequate 
supplies of CO, and water which are the 
chemical ingredients in the equation. Ina 
closed environment such as a closet, the 
CO, is quickly used up. Once that hap- 
pens, photosynthesis stops until the CO, 
is replenished. There are two basic ways 
to do this. A good ventilation system will 
replace the used up oxygen very 
inexpensively. 

Plants have the ability to photosynthe- 
size at much faster rates than they ordi- 
narily do. Their metabolism is slowed by 
the quantity of CO, available in the envi- 
ronment. When the amount of CO, in the 
atmosphere is increased, the rate of pho- 
tosynthesis and ultimately their growth 
rate increases. Their time to maturity is 
decreased substantially. 


CO, can be injected into a closed grow- 
ing area using a CO, tank equipped with a 
regulator. The regulator units cost be- 
tween $100 and $200. This is no small 
amount of money, but it increases the 
growth rate by 30-40%, as compared with 
a well ventilated space, and by a much 
higher rate than a closed space. 

‘The tanks come in 20 and 50 Ib. capac- 
ity sizes. The 20 Ib. size is much more 
convenient to move than the 50, which 
weighs 170 Ibs. The tank and regulator 
can be located outside the growing room 
with just the tube carrying the gas inside. 
Most units use no electricity. The ones 
which do, use a minimal amount. 

Usually the atmosphere has about 
.05% CO,.This can be raised to about 
.5%. Figure on injecting an ounce an hour 
when the lights are on. You can make a 
cheap CO, system using sugar and yeast 
(see HIGH TIMES September '87).

Most researchers think that all canna- 
bis varieties are part of the same spe- 
cles. Although the varieties may have 
some differences in the way they look 
or in their growing habits, genetically 
they are very similar. There has never 
been a problem in getting viable hy- 
brid seed and fertile hybrid plants 
from marijuana crosses. 


Dear Ed, 

Would it be possible to isolate and 
clone the genes responsible for THC pro- 
duction and produce the substance in a 
nutrient bath? 

—Unsigned 

U.S.A. 

The rule in genetics is one gene/one 
enzyme. In other words, each gene is 
responsible for the production of one 
chemical. The production of THC is 
the result of a number of genes which 
Produce different chemicals which 
each play a part In the production of 
the end chemical. Scientists think that 
the pathway to THC begins with olive- 
tal, which is converted to cannabidiol, 
which is converted to THC. 

Typically, all of the genes associ- 
ated with a series of interactions that 
Produce a chemical such as THC are 
found on one chromosome. Once the 
genes associated with these reactions 
are mapped, they can be removed 
from the cell and placed in another or- 
ganism such as a yeast or bacteria. 
When the genes expressed them- 
selves in their new host organism, 
they would start producing THC. 
Since yeast and bacteria are both re- 
latively easy to culture and since they 
have a rapid rate of metabolism and 
production, harvests would take days 
to produce.

That way you can harvest ev- 
ery 60 days, instead of every five 
months. If you get rid of the buckets 
and enter the hydroponic age, you can 
grow more, with better results. With a 
mini-trellis, the buds can grow heavy 
and not fall over. You could harvest 40 
main tops instead of five and harvest a 
total of 200 main tops each year.

Judging from the size of your room, a 
Dansco Hydro Cell II might be too 
much system for the area. Their basic 
unit, the Hydro Flo I, would fit better. It 
covers a 4 x 5area, leaving some room 
to move around the system. The Good 
Buddy system will also fit your needs. 
Both allow you to remove individual 
plants without disturbing the rest of 
the garden. The Dansco system 
seems to give the most grow area for 
the space. The SGS is another possi- 
bility, for it effectively uses the space 
in a complete rockwool system. All 
three are completely different in how 
they work. You have to decide for 
yourself which system meets your 
needs. | would suggest that you con- 
tact each company and get informa- 
tion about their systems. Compare, 
then pick the one that is most appeal- 
ing to you. can’t recommend one sys- 
tem over the other. There are many 
systems available. Check them out. 
Soon Dr. Indoors will compare the sys- 
tems available, side-by-side, and dis- 
cuss the pros and cons of each 
system.

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for years. When a plant is placed ina con- 
tainer it starts to grow using water and 
CO, and various nutrients which the roots 
absorb. After a while the nutrients in the 
soil are used up, plant growth slows, and 
the plant may show deficiency symp- 
toms. Then fertilizer is added to the water 
and the plant starts to thrive again. When 
the fertilizer is added to the water, the 
plant was fed hydroponically. The soil 
acted as a non-nutritive mé im which 
held both water and the nutrients mixed 
and dissolved in the liquid. 

The only difference between formal hy- 
droponics and the soil in the container is 
that the hydroponic medium started off 
with no nutrients and the soil’s was used 
up. 

Hydroponics is easier than soil to set 
up and just as easy as soil to maintain. Al- 
though you have probably read material 
that tells you how hard itis to grow hydro- 
ponically, you will find that it is the easiest 
way to grow plants. 


THE MEDIUMS 


Instead of growing with mediums com- 
posed of little particles, sand, stone, or 
compositional mixes, you will be growing 
with substrates. These are composed of 
a single block of material or layers of ma- 
terial. Here are the ones you should 
consider: 

Foam Rubber, four inches thick. You 
can get scraps from a dealer or cut up a 
discarded foam mattress. Foarn does not 
absorb water the way other mediums do, 
so it can only be used in the hand water- 
ing method. 

Floral Foam. This comes in bricks at 
florist supply houses. 

Rockwool Blocks. Available from hi- 
tech garden supply companies. Make 
sure to buy only the blocks. The loose 
stuff is dangerous to work with since it is 
composed of filaments similar to the 
pieces found in glass wool. Always wear 
rubber gloves when working with the 
material 

Upholsterer's Foam. Comes in various 
thicknesses. The material is very light 
fibered. It can be rolled up and tied to 
make the size container desired. 

All of these materials are inexpensive, 
very lightweight (both wet and dry), and 
need no containers, since they are solid 
pieces. They require little prep time. To 
remove any chemicals that might be left 
over as a residue of manufacturing, the 
floral foam and foam rubber should be 
washed with a dishwashing liquid and 
thoroughly rinsed so that none of the de- 
tergent stays on the material. To start, the 
pieces of material should be about four 
inch squares.

also work using regular potting mixes that 
are available in garden centers. One pop- 
ular formula is one part each vermiculite, 
perlite, peat moss, compost or earth- 
worm castings. 


THE SET-UP 


There are three ways to set this system 
up as far as watering goes: either of two 
low-tech automatic systems or hand wa- 
tering. Using hand watering, you will have 
to water the systems once a day to start, 
and after they get going they may need 
water twice a day. Upholsterers foam 
does not have enough mass to hold a lot 
of water and should be used in the auto- 
matic system only. 

With the hand watering system, all that 
is required is a tray for water to drain into, 
the growing substrate and a watering 
can. Set the growing cubes on the tray 
and water them each day. The most con- 
venient size tray to use isa dishpan tray. It 
is deep enough to hold the cubes without 
spilling water and the trays are a conven- 
ient size to hold and move around. 

The automatic systems are easy to set 
up. They both require trays, a watering 
can, and the grow cubes. 


THE WICK SYSTEM 


Just as water travels up the fibers of a 
tissue, water will travel up any of the grow 
cube materials. It also travels up braided 
nylon rope. First a piece of %-inch 
braided nylon rope is pushed into the sub- 
strate leaving a long tail that will hang 
down to the bottom of the tray. This is 
easily done with floral foam or rockwool. 
Then the cubes are placed on bricks or 
Plastic inside a dishpan tray so that they 
are raised about three inches from the 
bottom. Fill the reservoir to just below the 
bottom of the cubes. Once they are wet, 
the cubes will draw water from the reser- 
Voir through the rope. 


THE RESERVOIR 
SYSTEM 


The reservoir system eliminates the 
rope and brick. The cubes are placed in 
the tray. Water is added to a depth of 2% 
inches. A bubbler attached to a small 
aquarium pump aerates the water in the 
tray. When the water in the tray falls to 
one inch, the tray is refilled. If you are us- 
ing several trays, a gang valve will distrib- 
ute the air to several bubblers. 


PH 


PH for our purposes is a measure of the 
acid/alkalinity balance in the solution.

In regard to Mayhem's “Altered States” 
letter (October '87), there are certain 
vitamins that will move you up and down 
while tripping. Anyone who takes LSD 
should have vitamin C (ascorbic acid) 
and Niacin (a member of the vitamin B 
family). Vitamin C plays two important 
roles when used for LSD. First, vitamin C 
is found in the adrenal gland and helps 
produce adrenaline, This accounts for its 
“boosting” effect with LSD. Second, 
vitamin C works in the liver to help 
detoxify foreign substances, such as 
strychnine. This explains why one does 
not feel run down after a trip. Niacin (aka 
nicotonic acid) is important for 
terminating trips, especially bad ones. 
Niacin is used to decrease confusion, 
perceptual changes, and anxiety. Itis a 
standard treatment for schizophrenia. It 
should be taken in doses of .5g and 
increased as needed after a half-hour. 
Niacin also increases the effects of 
tranquilizers, i.e., 20 mg of Valium with 
niacin equals 50 mg of Valium alone.

to neutral. When the pH varies from this 
range, some nutrients become unavail- 
able to the plant, slowing growth or caus- 
ing deficiencies. PH can be measured 
using inexpensive meters, using chemi- 
cals, or with pH paper. It can be adjusted 
using commercial pH adjusters (liquids) 
available at hi-tech growing stores. 


FERTILIZERS 


Plants can adapt to a wide range of nu- 
trient conditions. The main thing is that 
they get enough nutrients, but not so 
much that the concentration is toxic. Most 
hydroponic fertilizers formulated for veg- 
etative growth will support active growth 
during the first part of the growing cycle. 
Start them off at '/¢ recommended 
strength and gradually build up to full 
strength by the end of 2 weeks. 


PLANTING 


‘Choose seeds from a good quality sin- 
semiilla type plant, buy seeds from Hol- 
land, or get cuttings from a grower who is. 
doing well. Place a seed in each cube 
about "/ inch deep and turn on the lights. 
In a few days the seeds should germi- 
nate. 


MAINTENANCE 


Once the seeds are planted, little re- 
mains to be done except for raising the 
lights every day or two. Fluorescents 
‘should be kept at about four to six inches 
from the plant tops, and HID lamps about 
1-2 feet away. The lights should be kept 
on 24 hours a day until the plants are 
ready to flower. Although some people 
think the plants need rest periods, this is a 
myth which has been shown in controlled 
experiments. 

‘The water should be changed every 
week to two weeks. When the water is 
changed, add new fertilizer. When water 
is added between waterings, it need not 
have nutrients, but should be pH ad- 
justed, if need be. Once a month, clean 
out excess nutrients from the cubes or 
containers by rinsing them with clear wa- 
ter. Then add fertilized water to the plant 
holders. 


FLOWERING 


When the plants are about one foot 
high, at about two weeks to one month of 
age, the light should be put on a timer so 
that it is off for 12 hours and on for 12 
hours. This causes the plant to respond 
to “fall” and start producing flowers. The 
plant actually measures the dark cycle so 
it is important that the dark period not be 
interrupted by light. 

Marijuana usually produces male and 
female flowers on separate plants. In or- 
der to produce sinsemilla (seedless fe- 
male flowers) they must remain

In English, the translator followed him. There was a very 
different feel to the Cuban‘s speech. It seemed far less 
peremptory. He spoke of U.S. atrocities committed regu- 
larly against his country. He spoke of his country’s unset- 
tled position, geographically close to one great power, 
ideologically closer to a more distant one, and the huge ex- 
perience of risk this created across his island. He spoke of 
the pain and death of the 1961 Bay of Pigs invasion, to 
which the recent buildup of Soviet missiles in Cuba was 
(partially) a response. 

The body of his speech over, he leaned back from the po- 
dium to take a breath— 

‘And something happened I'll never forget. 

‘CBS, the major television channel on which we were 
watching the U.N. coverage, again cut to a live news ana- 
lyst, who began to explain that the Cuban ambassador had 
just said more or less what was to be expected, full of emo- 
tion, but without content. 

Meanwhile, on Riverside Radio, the ambassador, after 
his breath, clearly had leaned forward again, to continue 
speaking. The translator ended his pause and continued 
translating. The actual speech came to a close perhaps half 
a dozen sentences on. Beyond what the TV audience heard, 
it ran on another—oh, a minute and a half—possibly tw: 
Confused, though, I’d already gotten up and begun swit- 
ching TV channels, to see if any of the TV stations were 
staying with the U.N.—as the FM radio behind me was. On 
channel after channel I stared at, and listened to, the same 
analyst, talking calmly, as if, indeed, the Cuban ambassa- 
dor’s speech had reached its conclusion just like the other 
two. All the networks shared the same picture. 

Behind me, on the radio, the Cuban’s speech actually 
ended—and I heard a sound. 

It was applause—the applause of the Security Council 
and the whole audience. Neither of the two other ambassa- 
dors had received any such ovation. It was applause that 
rose, over the first two or three seconds, to a volume to 
equal that of the traffic on the industrial avenues in the city 
just before noon. The applause came on and on. There were 
shouts of approbation in it. I have been in theaters and 
know the difference between the sound of an ordinary ova- 
tion and the sound of a standing ovation. And I will tell 
you, though I did not see it, in the Security Council of the 
United Nations, as they applauded, people stood. 

‘On TY, on all channels available, the analyst went on (do 
I add, in memory, a vague sense of flusteredness to his 
words, as if he had not been prepared to start as early as he 
had, and had been still making notes, considering what he 
was to say, when he’d been directed to go on—now?); but 
what had happened was that someone, sensing what the 
reaction to the speech would be, had decided that the 
American people should not see the Security Council audi- 
ence go wild with support for Cuba, and so had made a de- 
cision, given a direction, and the Cuban ambassador's 
speech had been truncated before its end and the analyst 
had been purposely brought in to obliterate both the end- 
ing to the speech and the overwhelming reaction to it 
among the delegates from the rest of the world. 

I suspect whoever did this still thinks of himself as a 
hero. 

I suspect many who saw it or abetted it finally convinced 
themselves that it was, at best, an unimportant snafu, since 
the major information had, in fact, been given. 

I suspect if it was ever questioned, excuses of time and 
programming were given, and, however absurd the ex- 
cuses sounded, heads were shaken and the thing was more 
or less internalized, repressed, and forgotten. 

But it remains one of the most direct and terrifying ma- 
nipulations of the media I have ever seen. @

unfertilized by pollen from male flowers. 
‘Once in a while male and female flowers 
are produced on the same plant. This 
plant is called an hermaphrodite. We are 
looking only for a few good females. 
Flowers from both the male and her- 
maphrodite plants can fertilize a female. 
When the males and hermaphrodites in- 
dicate, they should be removed from the 
garden, leaving only females. About half 
the plants will indicate male. This will 
‘open up the garden and give the surviving 
plants more room. 

At the same time that the light is 
changed the fertilizer formula should also 
be changed to one that promotes flower- 
ing. A formula high in phosphorus, which 
plants need for profuse flowering, will in- 
crease the yield. These formulas are 
available through hi-tech grow stores. 

Within four to eight weeks depending 
‘on variety and growing conditions, the 
plants should be filled with sticky buds 
ready to be harvested. 


SMALL TIME 
CURING 


Take the branches and trim the outer 
leaves. Then trim the smaller leaves not 
directly covering the bud. Leave the bud 
leaves on to protect the glands on the 
flowers. These leaves have many THC 
bearing glands. Some people enjoy them 
in a water pipe. 

Ifyou have a small harvest put all of the 
buds in a brown paper bag in a cool space 
(about 60-65 degrees) until the buds are 
dry enough to smoke. Open the bag once 
a day to let fresh air in. In humid areas 
keep the bag open while drying. Larger 
amounts can be dried on a small rack 
Constructed inside of a cardboard box. A 
wire hanger often serves the purpose. 


RESTARTING 


When the plants have indicated sex 
and are just starting to grow buds, you 
can take cuttings (clones) from the sur- 
viving plants. These can be rooted in wa- 
ter or in one of the substrates and will 
form the basis for your next crop, an alllfe- 
male clone crop. The cuttings should re- 
ceive at least 16 hours of light per day, 
although they would root and grow faster 
under a constant light regimen. Once the 
flower garden is harvested the new plants 
can be placed inside. 

If you kept notes, you would know 
which buds were the best and which 
plants yielded well. Based on this infor- 
mation, it is easy to figure out which 
plants are the best to grow. By taking cut- 
tings only from preferred plants, you can 
grow only the best and upgrade the qual- 
ity and yield of the garden. @

THREE CHORDS 
OF BRUTALITY 


by James Marshall 


Back in the early ‘70s, when nobody 
thought rock'n'roll could get any 
worse, a lot of teenage mutants 
around the country spent their time 
holed up blasting discs by The 
Stooges and the MCS, awaiting the 
holy grail of punk rock that would 
deliver us from Frampton and disco a 
few years later. It was a loose 
network of maladjusted cretins, who 
communicated through fanzines like 
Back Door Man and Denim 
Delinquent, traveled thousands of 
miles (at least I did, by thumb when! 
was too young to even drive), to catch 
the Stooges on their final tour, and 
dreamed of a future when it would all 
be three chords of brutality. 

Now it's the late ‘80s, and rock'n'roll 
is almost a memory. Reminds me of 
geezers who get together to play 
dixieland on weekends, the idea of i} 
something like “School's Out” topping 
the charts is almost inconceivable, 
and as I write this (mid-winter ‘88), I 
think maybe the Sex Pistols were 
rock'n'roll’s death rattle. Idunno, but 
those Stooges and MCS discs that got 
me through similarly bland times in 
my teens sure sound right nowadays. 
So let us backtrack historically, shall 
we...? 

The Detroit-Ann Arbor area of the 
early ‘60's had one of the most fertile 
punk scenes in the country. Local 
stars included hitmakers Mitch Ryder 
& the Detroit Wheels, the Amboy 
Dukes (featuring crazed guitar idiot 
Ted Nugent) and such local hotshots 
as The Fugitives, The Underdogs, The 
Pleasure Seekers (a great all-girl 
band led by Suzi Quatro), The Motor | 
City 5 (later the MCS), ? and the 
Mysterians (transplanted Chicanos), 
Terry Knight & the Pack (later the 
nucleus of Grand Funk), the Last 


Heard (led by Bob Seger), the Prime 
Movers, The Iguanas (featuring Iggy 
Pop on drums) and dozens more. 
Local labels like Hideout and A-2 
could record these bands and get 
them on local radio, even get the 
occasional national hit, like The 
Rationals’ rave-up of “Respect”, a ‘66 
chartmaker on A-2. 

By ‘67, things were changing. No 
longer content to grind out "Gloria” 
and fueled by the radical politics of 
John Sinclair and the White Panther 
Party (who adopted the MCS as their 
house band), the Detroit sound grew 
looser, meaner and louder. With the 
Grande Ballroom as the main venue, 
the MCS and the Stooges (led by Iggy 
Pop, who took up the mike stand and 
gathered up the remnants of a 
particularly trashy garage band, the 
Dirty Shames) led the way towards a 
violent new musical future, which 
would last only a few short years but 
whose reverberations are still felt 
today. The big break came in ‘68, 
when Elektra A&R man Danny Fields 
signed both bands. The MCS, who 
had already cut two singles for local 


| labels (both can be heard on the 


excellent ROIR cassette compilation 
Babes In Arms) had gotten 
increasingly political—having 
bought Sinclair's radical politics lock, 
stock, and shotgun barrel. Their first 
LP recorded live at the Grande, Kick 
Out The Jams, is a classic of 


| screeching anti-social heavy metal 


frenzy. Opening with a crazed rap 
from preacher J.C. Crawford, they 
blast originals like "Kick Out The 
Jams" and “Borderline”, re-work Sun 
Ra's "Starship" into a psychedelic 
death trip, grind through a politically 
relevant rendition of John Lee 
Hooker's "The Motor City Is Burning”, 
and embrace their own punk roots by 
trashing the Troggs’ "I Want You” with 
amps pushing towards the 11 notch. 
Unfortunately, the youth of America 
were busy embracing the good vibes 
CSN &Y were spreading, and had 
nouse for a vision of America overrun

by machine gun-toting hippies. The 
liner notes by Sinclair, and the word 
"motherfucker" on the disc, caused it 
to be banned by many stores— 
including the big mid-west chain 
Hudson's. In response, the 5 took out 
an ad in the Detroit Free Press that 
read FUCK HUDSON'S. Elektra used 
it as an excuse to drop them. Sinclair 
was soon sentenced to a few years in 
the pokey for the “crime” of two joints, 
and the MCS were set adrift. 

They signed with Atlantic, where 
they recorded two fine, if flawed, LPs: 
Back In The USA, released in 1970, 
(and sabotaged by Jon Landau, the 
man who would later foist 
Springsteen on us), and HIGH TIME 
(1971). They toured Europe, then 
broke up amidst personal (err... drug) 
problems and mass indifference. A 
live set, recorded at a small club in 
Detroit in 1972, Do It (Fan Club), 
captures them at the end—potent— 
but lacking the fire. 

The Stooges, who were even more 
wild-eyed, fared better. Too 
uncontrollable even for John Sinclair 
(their only politics being the 
destruction of everything in their 
sight), they recorded a first LP, The 
Stooges, for Elektra under the 
supervision of former Velvet 
Underground member John Cale. 
Standing at the crossroads of '60's 
punk and destructo-metal, they 
began their career with two-chord. 
anthems to teenage nihilism like "No 
Fun", “Little Doll”, and “I Want To Be 
Your Dog”, later to become standards 
for any punk group, circa 1977. 

They toured America, blasting 
cross-legged hippies off the floor, as 
lead singer Iggy would hur] himself 
into the audience, bash his teeth with 
the mike, cut himself with bottles, 
and while the whole country watched 
on national TV, walk across an 
audiences’ hands like a punk Jesus, 
gleefully leading the lemmings off a 
cliff.

The locals just "Freak-Out” when they 
see Ra flashing through the night—Hell, 
they think it's a UFO! 

When | reach the bottom of the hill, | 
skate over to a campfire surrounded by 
all my friends, and begin to cook the big 
Pot of my favorite “Extra-Terrestrial 
Gumbo”. After the communal dinner is 
finished, we sit around the fire and tell 
stories, laughing the night away in our 
“Gumbo Altered States”!

Extra-Terrestrial Gumbo 
4.cups boned catfish (Sub: any firm 
white fish) 

1 sliced red bell pepper 

1 sliced green pepper 

2 cups canned tomatoes 

3 cups cooked okra 

1 cup of cooked yams 

1 bunch of broccoli 

4/2 cup of chopped scallions 

1/2 cup of chopped onions 

3 tablespoons fresh chopped parsley 
1 tablespoon of thyme 

5 cloves minced garlic 

1 teaspoon red pepper 

1 tablespoon fine gumbo powder 

1 teaspoon of paprika 

1 small hot pepper 


Gumbo Mixture 

1 cup of boned Yard Bird (chicken) 
1 pound shrimp 

2dozen oysters or crab 

1/2. cup peanut oil 

5 tablespoons of flour 

3 cups of cooked rice 

Place the catfish and the Gumbo 
Mixture in large 5-8 quart pot. Heat 
mixture, saute in their own juices. Brown 
flour and onions in oil in separate skillet. 
Add onion, flour, and oil to Gumbo 
Mixture. Then add 3 quarts of water, all 
of the above spices and veggies to the 
pot. Bring Gumbo to a slight boil. Boil for 
30 minutes, then lower heat and simmer 
for 15 minutes. Serve over rice. Serves 
5-10 people. 

In keeping with Creole cooking 
traditions, you can add many different 
kinds of meat to the Gumbo Mixture. But, 
in keeping with Chef RA’s-cooking 
chemistry, you shouldn't use the 
“Gumbo Mixture” if you want to use the 
“Gumbo” to get HIGH, because it will 
block the ganja’s effect. So go with the 
veggies and stay HIGH. 

Since there are so many ingredients in 
the Gumbo, the ganja can get lost in the 
pot. Instead, mix the ganja in measured 
doses to each plate of food. Cook ganja 
over low flame in 1/4 cup of peanut oil for 
10 minutes. Add “Ganja Oil” in 
measured amounts to each plate. It's

(recently re-issued on CD)), delivered 
on the promise in the most 
uncompromising way. It's the most 
brutal LP ever recorded; a murky 
aural swamp of distorted guitars and 
bloodthirsty screaming. The Ig pulls 
no punches this time out—'I'm dirt... 
and I don't care”: goes the only 
ballad, a seven minute dirge that 
leaves the listener with frazzled nerve 
endings. 

The Stooges toured more, bringing 
in a former Prime Mover on second 
guitar (Ron Asheton later switched to 
bass when Dave Alexander died in 
‘72), and wrote new songs “Fresh 
Rag”, “Black Like Me”, “Asthma 
Attack” and others deemed 
unrecordable by Elektra, who 
dropped them in 1971. Despite a small 
but rabid following, they broke up in 
1972, the final straw being drummer 
Scott Asheton totaling the equipment 
truck into a low bridge (Yeah... they 
got out of the hospital and went back 
to the accident scene and started 
crawling around in the bushes, 
looking for their little bags of 
heroin..."—Ron Asheton). 

Nineteen seventy-two brought 
another shot for the Stooges, who had 
a powerful ally in David Bowie (guess 
he's good for something). He had his 
Mainman management sign Iggy and 
got a large advance from Columbia. 
Sent to England to record a third LP 
with a new lineup, they spent months 
in the studio producing Raw Power. 

It was as if a rock’n’ roll band was 
dropped into a Viet Nam fire fight 
with a stack of Marshall 
like “Search and Destro: 
Danger", “Penetration”, and “Death 
Trip” burned with a glaring hatred 
for everything (mostly with Iggy's 
self-hatred). This is the white man’s 
Robert Johnson, only this time, loud 
enough to puncture ear drums. 

Unfortunately, things went wrong 
almost immediately. Iggy & the

When history records the Reagan years it 
will detail 96 (!) months of life under our 
oldest president, a man with bad hearing 
and a worse memory, who slept on the job 
and helped lower the standard of living For 
the majority of Americans. We'll remember 
with disbelief his embarrassing public 
errors and contradictions, and marvel at his 
record for least number of press 
conferences, highest cuts in federal 
programs and world’s biggest military build- 
up at the expense of an ailing nation. 

How did this unqualified bungler become 
leader of what used to be the most 
powerful country in the world? Could his 
landslide election victories have been 
based on the great job he did as governor of 
California? No way. Those votes must have 
been based on “The Great 
‘Communicator's” stature as an actor. 
People are usually judged by the company 
they keep. Since so many of Ron’s close 
political allies and appointees have been 
fired, disgraced, jailed, fined or indicted, 
nobody thinks he made good judgments 
picking who he worked with in politics. 

I think his appeal must be largely based 
on who he shared screen time with during 
his ('37 to ‘64) acting career. Since Reagan 
acted in 53 features, he starred opposite, 
or acted with, a lot of people. Many of 
them have been forgotten over the years, 
but when I look at his filmography some 
names just leap off the pages. | like to 
imagine Ron and Nancy in the 
White House screening room enjoying 
some of these choice titles, all featuring 
actors who Ron worked with. | find relief 
thinking about Ron talking to some of these 
old Hollywood buddies in person and 
discussing the merits of these films. It 
makes my day to picture Reagan dreaming 
about the time he shared a sound stage 
with Ted Healy (shortly after the comedian 


had stopped bashing Larry, Curly, and Moe 
around). | wish | could interview our 77- 
year-old almost ex-president and find out 
what Huntz Hall and Leo Gorcey were like, 
if Hugh Beaumont was really as nice and 
wise as he seems, and what a great role 
model Errol Flynn must have been. 

Id ask him how far he got with Rhonda 
Fleming, how he enjoyed Jack Elam in 
WILD WEED, and if Russ Tamblyn just said 
no. (If you need to know what movies these | 
chosen celebrities were in with Ron, look 
for RONALD REAGAN: THE 
HOLLYWOOD YEARS (Citadel) which 
should be piled high on bookstore 
remainder tables any day now.

Stooges (as they were now called) 
waited almost a year for David Bowie 
to mix the LP, the frustrating wait 
sending several band members back 
to the spike. When he finally showed, 
Bowie mixed it in three days, 
throwing away much of the 
painstakingly recorded 24-track in 
the process. (Doesn't matter that 
much, it's still great, but a note to 
Columbia—I'm available to remix 
when you're ready to put out the CD.) 

When the LP was finally released 
in 1973 to ecstatic reviews, the band 
hit the road sans any management or 
organization on a tour Iggy called 
“My blows against the empire”. Criss- 
crossing America for a year and a 
half without rhyme or reason (or 
dispatching} found the Ig at his most 
self-destructive. At the New York club 
Max's Kansas City, he flopped bare- 
chested onto broken bottles. At the 
Academy of Music he fell face-first in 
the audience a dozen times. In 
several cities he got arrested, and at 
the Grande Finale in Michigan, he 
faced down an entire biker gang with 
55 minute version of “Louie Louie” 
before getting decked by a pledging 
member. Two nights later, said bikers 
retuned to kill the Stooges—a night 
captured on the live disc Metallic KO 
(Skydog). They didn’t kill them, but 
side two finds Iggy taunting an 
audience so hostile you can hear beer 
bottles flying onto the stage every two 
seconds. It is one of the most chilling 
records ever recorded. 

It was also the Stooges’ final gig. 
Iggy headed for L.A., where he found 
himself first in jail. then in a mental 
hospital, until once again David 
Bowie extended his cold, clammy 
hand in friendship to launch him ona 
successful Stooge-less career. 

Other great documents of Stooges’ 
history can be found on two new LPs: 
I'm Sick of You (line/Germany), a 
collection of Raw Power rehearsal 
sessions that includes the amazing “I 
Got A Right”, and Rubber Legs (Fan 
Club/France), which finds the post- 
Raw Power band rehearsing some 
incredible new tunes for a never- 
recorded fourth LP. Special kudos to 
"Open Up and Bleed”, Iggy's most 
tormented ballad ever, and “Pinpoint 
Eyes”, achilling heroin blues. By the 
time you read this, more Stooges 
material will be available via the Fan 
Club label (which just purchased six 
hours of tapes from Ron Asheton). A 
10” bootleg of the pre-David Bowie 
Raw Power mixes will also be making 
the rounds. 

They came, they went, they blazed 
a trail of destruction and nihilism, 
and for that I salute you—sons of 
Detroit. @

BARELY (HBO/Cannon) 
Lush life. Charles Bukowski adapts his 
cum-and-blood prose to the screen, 
and Mickey Rourke plays him like an 
open sore doing a W.C. Fields 
impersonation. Faye Dunaway’s 
Wanda is a much more beguiling 
character: once-goddess floating ona 
booze cloud that hasn't yet fogged her 
notions of pride and glamour. I's a 
tipsy screwball fairy tale with good 
performances, but Alice Krige as a 
lofty admirer should never be allowed 
to open her mouth in front of a camera 
again. Directed by Barbet Schroeder. 


FULL METAL JACKET 
(Warners) 


The best Vietnam movie and the best 
movie about war since Kubrick’s own 
Paths of Glory. Lee Ermey, who served 
in Vietnam and as technical advisor on 
Apocalypse Now, virtually plays him- 
self as a fanatical drill sergeant whose 
abrasive 20 minute litany opens the 
movie. Berserk to the point of being 
cosmic. Nancy Sinatra’s on the 
soundtrack. 


BACK TO THE BEACH 


(Paramount) 


Perfectly suited to video, this not neces- 
sarily awaited follow-up to the surf 
bunny pictures of the 60s is passable 
when it isn’t trying too hard, but most of 
the humor is so weak you want to kick 
sand in its face. Annette Funicello plays 
herself (and sings with Fishbone), but 
Frankie Avalon seizes his role as though 
itwere actually an acting job. Painful TV 
cross-references (Bob Denver and 
Jerry Mathers among them) and a rui- 
nous rendition of “‘Surfin’ Bird” by Pee 
Wee Herman. 


ASSAULT OF THE 
REBEL GIRLS (Fox 
Hills) 


Known as Cuban Rebel Girls when re- 
leased in 1959, this earnest glorification 
of Fidel Castro's campaign to wrest 
Cuba (filmed on location there) from 
Batista stars Errol Flynn in his last role. 
Politics aside, it was his affair with co- 
star/beautician/nymphet Beverly 
Aadland that aroused everyone's curi- 
osity. Read all about it in the reissue of 
her mom’s cheesy book “The Big Love”. 


L’ANNEE DES 
MEDUSE (Euro- 


American) 

A topless tart abuses friends, family, 
strangers and lovers on the Cote d’Azur 
in this erotic black comedy antidote to 
Back To The Beach. Awkward subtitles, 
but who reads that much at a nude 
beach? Very little happens, but there’s 
an excellent performance from Valerie 
Kaprisky's breasts. 


THE CONFESSIONS 
OF BERNHARD 
GOETZ (MP!) 


Surprisingly levelheaded account of 
‘one of the decade’s most infamous 
criminal debates, the bulk of which is 
Goetz’s videotaped confession, made 
days after he surrendered himself to the 
police for shooting four blacks on a 
New York City subway. Interviews with a 
victim's lawyer, the jury who acquitted 
Goetz and Bernie’s own, quite logical, 
occasionally profane and coldblooded 
admissions. His complete, unsanitized 
version is something to see and hear. @
